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Poland  is  a  confusing  sort  of 
place.  Allied  to  Western 
Europe  culturally,  it  is  tied 
to  Eastern  Europe  by  language  and 
politics.  A  nation  whose  people  are 
gifted  with  enormous  riches  of 
patriotic  feeling,  it  has  since  the  late 
18th  century  been  an  independent 
state  only  for  the  20  years  between 
the  two  world  wars  of  this  century. 

In  this  atmosphere,  says  A&S 
Honors  Program  Assistant  Director 
Mark  O'Connor,  the  question  of 
what  Poland  means  came  to  be  a  cen- 
tral concern  of  the  large  Polish  nobil- 
ity and  latterly,  their  spiritual  descen- 
dants, present-day  Polish  intellectuals 
and  scholars. 

Maciej  Kozlowski,  author  of  our 
cover  story  (page  26),  is  a  historian 
and  journalist  from  within  this  tradi- 
tion. O'Connor,  a  historian  of 
Poland,  met  him  last  summer  in 
Cracow  where  O'Connor  was  atten- 
ding a  conference  of  Slavic  specialists. 
Expecting  to  find  a  country  and  peo- 
ple repressed  by  martial  law,  the 
visitors  found  instead  an  extraor- 
dinary openness  in  speech.  No  topic 
or  opinion  was  out  of  bounds.  After 
hearing  presentations  from  Kozlowski 
and  others,  the  impulse  of  the  foreign 
scholars  "was  to  tell  them  to  slow 
down,  not  to  get  themselves  in 
trouble  on  our  behalf,"  said  O'Con- 
nor. 

What  the  visitors  discovered, 
however,  was  that  the  Poles  had  no 
intention  of  curbing  themselves.  This 
is  representative  of  an  attitude 
prevalent  among  Polish  intellectuals, 
O'Connor  said.  "For  them,  telling 
the  truth  has  become  a  matter  of 
dignity  and  self- worth.  One  of  the 
most  moving  moments  during  my 
trip  came  in  a  conversation  with 
historians  who  said  that  people  didn't 
believe  what  they  wrote,  but  assumed 
that  they  had  censored  themselves  or 
been  censored.  They  are  frustrated, 
and  they  have  decided  that  they  will 
speak  out  no  matter  what  the 
consequences." 


It  was  O'Connor's  contact  with 
Kozlowski  in  Cracow  last  summer 
that  resulted  in  a  visit  by  the  latter  to 
Boston  College  in  November  and  his 
contribution  to  BCM. 

Kozlowski,  a  member  of  the  post- 
war generation  of  Poles  that  has,  as 
he  notes  in  his  story,  rebelled  three 
times  over  the  last  20  years,  first 
became  seriously  involved  in  politics 
during  the  student  movement  of 
1968.  He  was  expelled  from  univer- 
sity and  left  Poland,  living  in  England 
and  France  for  a  year,  becoming  in- 
volved in  journalism.  In  1969  he  was 
arrested  for  transporting  "political 
books"  from  Paris  to  Poland  and  for 
writing  articles  in  Polish  magazines  in 
Paris,  and  he  was  sentenced  to  two 
and  a  half  years  in  jail.  Following  his 
release,  he  worked  as  a  translator  and 
writer  under  an  assumed  name.  From 
1975  to  1980  he  was  a  reporter  for  a 
Cracow  weekly  and  in  1980  began 
publishing  the  solidarity  newspaper 
Malopolska  Region.  Following  the  im- 
position of  marital  law,  he  became  a 
feature  writer  and  editorial  board 
member  for  Tygodnik  Powszcheny,  the 
Catholic  weekly  in  Cracow  for  which 
he  now  works.  He  is  the  author  of 
Landscapes  Before  The  Battle,  an  ex- 
ploration of  three  crucial  battles  in 
Polish  history  and  a  work  recognized 
as  a  veiled  commentary  on  the  Polish 
landscape  prior  to  the  imposition  of 
marital  law.  His  translating  credits  in- 
clude Polish  language  versions  of  One 
Flew  Over  the  Cuckoo 's  Nest  and  Roots. 
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The  art  of  recruitment 

Your  article  ("On  the  road," 
Winter  1987)  about  BC's  admissions 
department  is  solid  reporting  and  a 
blueprint  for  what  recruiting  should 
be  for  all  institutions  of  higher 
learning.  After  reading  how  John 
Mahoney,  Jr.  talks  truthfully  and 
forthrightly,  I  could  imagine  nervous 
candidates  and  skeptical  parents  being 
put  at  their  ease. 

The  message  of  BC's  excellence  is 
being  carried  into  the  heartland  by  a 
good  representative  of  a  well- 
organized  and  professionally  run 
department.  I  enjoyed  having  the 
opportunity  to  witness  this  off-campus 
BC  activity.

Professor  John  Heineman's  com- 
ments about  ROTC  and  the  Jesuit 
University  in  the  Winter  '87  issue 
("Military  Presence,"  ON  CAM- 
PUS) are  particularly  inappropriate. 
It  seems  to  me  that  the  training  and 
education  of  a  leader  (military  or 
otherwise)  should  include  curricula 
heavily  slanted  to  the  humanities 
(especially  history,  Heineman  take 
note).

The  Boston  College  difference 

A  new  standing  committee  looks  at  what  it  means  to  be  a  Jesuit,  Catholic  university 


The  traditions  and  ideals 
that  have  shaped  education 
and  life  at  Boston  College 
for  the  past  124  years  are  now  under 
the  scrutiny  of  a  new  University  com- 
mittee appointed  by  President  J. 
Donald  Monan,  SJ. 

Over  the  past  several  months,  the 
"Standing  Council  on  the  Catholic 
and  Jesuit  Identity  of  Boston 
College,"  whose  charge  is  "to 
analyze,  explore  and  advance  the 
identity  of  Boston  College  as  a  Jesuit 
and  Catholic  institution,"  has  grap- 
pled with  what  it  means  for  BC  to  be 
Catholic,  to  be  Jesuit,  and  to  be  a 
university.  As  a  permanent  commit- 
tee, the  group's  discussions  will  be  the 
basis  of  ongoing  examination. 

According  to  A&S  Dean  William 
B.  Neenan,  SJ,  chairman  of  the 


group,  the  council  grew  out  of  a  con- 
clusion by  last  year's  Goals  for  the 
Nineties  committee  that  steps  need  to 
be  taken  to  preserve  and  advance  the 
Jesuit  character  of  Boston  College. 

In  a  letter  to  council  members, 
President  Monan  oudined  three  ma- 
jor purposes  for  the  group:  "to 
redevelop  and  express  a  philosophy  of 
Catholic  and  Jesuit  higher  education; 
to  communicate  the  key  elements  of 
the  Jesuit  educational  tradition  to  the 
larger  University  community;  and  to 
offer  recommendations  on  operational 
ways  Boston  College  may  strengthen 
its  Catholic  and  Jesuit  identity." 

The  15-member  committee  is  com- 
posed of  members  of  the  Jesuit  Com- 
munity, deans,  faculty  members,  and 
administrators.  Members  will  serve 
two-year  terms. 


"Over  time,  I  expect  that  [the 
council]  will  engage  in  deep    theo- 
retical and  philosophic  reflection;  in 
assisting  and  coordinating  initiatives 
of  other  interested  groups;  in  occa- 
sionally recommending  University 
operating  practices  or  policies,"  Fr. 
Monan  wrote.  "In  all  cases,  it  will 
need  breadth  of  vision  to  concep- 
tualize and  reinforce  the  Jesuit  and 
Catholic  character  of  the  institution, 
not  as  a  limit  or  barrier  to  our  full 
responsibility  as  a  University,  but  as 
a  source  of  distinctive  cultural  enrich- 
ment, both  for  the  University  and  for 
the  larger  community  we  serve." 

At  its  wide-ranging  first  meeting 
this  winter,  the  council  "tried  to 
develop  a  discussion  of  the  Jesuit 
identity  of  BC  at  the  theoretical 
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level,"  said  Fr.  Neenan.  It  considered 
the  Jesuit  contribution  to  education, 
and  how  it  differs  from  the  educa- 
tional ideas  espoused  by  other  Roman 
Catholic  religious  orders,  and  from 
the  liberal  arts  tradition  of  education. 

At  subsequent  meetings  this  spring, 
the  group  drew  up  an  inventory  of 
the  ways  in  which  the  Jesuit  and 
Catholic  traditions  are  currently 
manifested  at  BC  and  began  to  con- 
sider means  of  drawing  wider  atten- 
tion to  those  practices.  Next,  it  began 
to  define  what  a  Jesuit  university 
should  be,  finally  considering  concrete 
ways  of  educating  the  community 
about  what  the  words  Jesuit  and 
Catholic  mean  in  a  university  setting. 

"The  fact  that  we  are  Jesuit  affects 
us  in  all  areas — we  want  to  identify 
what  makes  us  unique,"  said  Univer- 
sity Registrar  Louise  Lonabocker,  a 
council  member.  Many  programs  and 
activities  such  as  the  PULSE  Pro- 
gram, the  Jesuit  Volunteer  Corps, 
and  volunteer  groups  that  help  people 
in  Haiti  and  Appalachia,  "show  we 
have  a  commitment  to  social  justice," 
she  said.  Recognizing  these  types  of 
programs  and  activities,  and  en- 
couraging the  development  of  others 
like  them  will  help  enhance  the 
University's  Jesuit  and  Catholic  iden- 
tity both  on  and  off  campus, 
Lonabocker  said. 

"There  is  some  sort  of  shared  ex- 
perience here  that  is  different,"  said 
Associate  Professor  of  Economics 
Harold  Petersen.  "At  the  heart  of 
that  experience  is  contact  with  the 
Jesuits."  The  committee  has  dis- 
cussed ways  in  which  Jesuit  and 
Catholic  values  may  be  more  clearly 
identified  in  the  curriculum  and  in 
the  extracurricular  lives  of  students, 
and  has  also  begun  to  consider  what 
measures  might  be  necessary  to  in- 
sure that  BC  remains  manifestly  a 
Jesuit  and  Catholic  institution. 

Council  members  said  that  while 
Catholic  and  Jesuit  traditions  are  cen- 
tral to  BC's  identity,  they  should  not 
be  viewed  as  limiting  factors.  "We 
want  to  articulate  what  it  means  to  be 
Catholic  or  Jesuit  in  a  broad 
sense — not  in  a  limiting  or  parochial 


sense,"  Petersen  said. 

Eventually,  the  council  plans  to 
look  at  Boston  College  within  the 
context  of  larger  issues  facing  Jesuit 
universities,  such  as  the  relationship 
of  Catholic  universities  to  Church 
leadership  and  declining  number  of 
Jesuits  on  Jesuit  campuses. 

At  their  final  full  meeting  of  the 
semester  in  March,  Fr.  Neenan  set 
up  four  task  forces  that  will  address 
specific  areas  during  the  summer. 
One  task  force  will  design  a  series  of 
educational  lectures  and  forums  on 
issues  related  to  Catholicism  and 
Jesuit  identity;  a  second  will  consider 
curricular  and  academic  issues;  and  a 
third  will  look  at  ways  in  which 
Catholic  and  Jesuit  identity  could  be 
manifested  through  administrative  of- 
fices. The  fourth  task  force  will  draw

up  a  bibliography  of  books  and  other 
sources  of  information  on  what  it 
means  to  be  Catholic  and  Jesuit. 

The  heterogeneous  nature  of  the 
council,  which  is  comprised  of 
Catholics  and  non-Catholics,  men 
and  women,  priests  and  lay-people, 
faculty  and  administrators,  leads  to  a 
lively  exchange  of  ideas,  council 
members  maintain.  "The  spirit  is 
ecumenical,"  said  June  Gary  Hopps, 
dean  of  the  Graduate  School  of  Social 
Work. 

The  Jesuit  tradition  views  intellec- 
tual research  as  a  means  of  con- 
templating and  searching  for  God  in 
the  world,  said  Theology  Department 
Chairman  Robert  Daly,  SJ,  adding 
that  enhancing  the  Jesuit  nature  of 
the  University  should  in  no  way 
infringe  on  academic  freedom.  "One 
could  say  that  the  Goals  for  the 
Nineties  form  a  vision  of  an  institu- 
tion that  is  both  a  University  in  the 
full  sense  of  the  word  and  an  institu- 
tion that  is  Catholic — committed  to 


openness,  to  search  for  and  find  the 
truth,  and  to  do  it  in  an  attitude  of 
ministering  love." 

The  new  council 's  work  parallels 
ongoing  discussions  within  the  Jesuit 
Community,  which  is  also  looking  at 
its  role  and  mission  at  BC.  A  third 
campus  group,  the  Task  Force  on 
Ignatian  Tradition,  appointed  by  the 
Office  of  Student  Affairs,  looked  at 
similar  issues  as  they  affect  students' 
lives  outside  the  classroom.  That  task 
force  is  expected  to  submit  a  report 
by  the  end  of  the  academic  year. 

The  issues  of  Catholic  and  Jesuit 
identity  are  being  considered  beyond 
BC  as  well.  Marquette  and  Loyola, 
Maryland,  two  other  Jesuit  univer- 
sities, have  recently  established  groups 
similar  to  BC's  council — a  fact  Fr. 
Neenan  does  not  find  a  coincidence. 
"The  initiative  for  the  council  was 
the  Goals  for  the  Nineties  report, 
which  resulted  from  broad  discussions 
among  administrators  and  faculty 
members.  If  BC  faculty  and  ad- 
ministrators thought  [these  issues] 
were  important,  it  makes  sense  that 
other  Jesuit  universities  would  have 
similar  interests,"  he  said. 

For  their  part,  council  members 
are  enthusiastic  about  their  task  and 
the  discussions  that  lie  ahead.  "What 
gladdens  me  is  the  seeking  of  a  wide 
group  of  faculty  and  administrators 
concerned  about  the  University  and 
about  its  uniqueness  as  a  Jesuit  in- 
stitution," said  Associate  Professor  of 
Management  James  Bowditch.  "I 
think  enough  of  us  feel  strongly  that 
we've  got  a  good  thing  going  here  at 
BC,  but  times  change  and  it's  time  to 
move  in  new  directions." 

"It's  a  very  enthusiastic  group," 
said  Hopps.  "It  will  be  a  visible, 
viable  group  in  the  University." 

"It's  not  a  group  with  a  deadline 
for  recommendations  for  change," 
observed  Petersen.  "Its  value  is  as  a 
continuing,  revolving  group  which 
will  be  discussing  these  issues  for  two, 
three,  five,  10  years.  I  hope  some 
suggestions  come  out  of  the  group 
that  can  be  discussed  in  a  wider 
context." 

Mary  Callahan 
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Ali  Banuazizi  on 
America  and  Iran 

Psychology  Professor  Ali  Banuazizi  was 
born  in  Iran  where  he  taught  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Tehran  and  worked  in  the  Ministry 
of  Social  Welfare  during  the  mid- '70s.  A 
graduate  of  Michigan  and  Yale,  he  is  foun- 
ding editor  of  the  "Journal  of  Iranian 
Studies, ' '  the  leading  Western-language 
periodical  specializing  in  the  culture,  society 
and  history  of  Iran.  Staff  writer  Gailjen- 
nes  spoke  to  him  recently  about  Iran  and  the 
United  States. 


BCM:  How  do  you  characterize 
America's  approach  to  Iran? 
Banuazizi:  Naive.  To  deal  with  so- 
called  "moderates,"  to  impose 
categories  which  make  sense  only  to 
us  on  political  actors  elsewhere,  is  a 
flaw  in  our  foreign  policy.  We  must 
understand  their  politics  and  culture 
and  the  serious  economic  crisis  they 
face  today.  Terms  like  moderate  and 
radical  don't  apply  in  Iran,  still  af- 
fected by  the  turbulence  of  revolu- 
tionary change. 

BCM:  What  are  the  likely  conse- 
quences of  our  present  approach? 
Banuazizi:  Any  U.S.  attempt  to  deal 
with  [moderate]  elements  undermines 
that  group's  position  and  could  be 
fatal,  literally.  When  Carter  tried  to 
deal  with  a  so-called  moderate  group, 
which  included  then-President  Bani- 
Sadr — later  overthrown  and  now  in 
exile — and  former  Foreign  Minister 
Ghotbzadeh,  who  was  eventually  ex- 
ecuted, it  consolidated  the  power  of 
the  fundamentalist  clerics. 
BCM:  What  was  the  impact  of  last 
fall's  episode? 

Banuazizi:  It  undermined  our  posi- 
tion vis-a-vis  terrorism  and  is  likely  to 
alienate  the  more  moderate  Eygpt 
and  Jordan  who  are  concerned  about 
America's  tilting  toward  Iran  in  the

war  with  Iraq.  Since  we  had  pledged 
neutrality,  it  damaged  our  credibility. 
But  the  episode  shouldn't  have  a 
lasting  effect.  It  was  more  significant 
in  terms  of  our  domestic  politics.  In 
fact,  Iranian  Speaker  of  the  House 
Hashemi-Rafsanjani  said  we 
Americans  were  being  too  hard  on 
Reagan . 

BCM:  What  sort  of  policy,  then, 
should  the  U.S.  pursue? 
Banuazizi:  One  of  benign  neglect,  nor- 
mal trade,  a  non-provocative  attitude 
and  responsiveness  to  overtures,  but 
only  if  they  make  them.  We 
shouldn't  take  the  initiative.  The 
clerical  group  now  in  power  has  a 
deep-seated  hatred  and  suspicion  of 
the  U.S.  and  the  Soviets.  By  rejecting 
the  West,  the  leaders  are  trying  to 
hold  on  to  power,  their  xenophobia 
derived  from  100  years  of  Western 
powers  meddling  in  their  affairs. 
BCM:  But  will  Iran  ever  approach 
the  U.S.? 

Banuazizi:  Recently,  the  louder  anti- 
American  voices  have  quieted.  While 
the  rhetoric  is  still  there,  Iran's 
posture  has  been  as  adamant  in  sup- 
pressing pro-Soviet  elements  as  it 
once  was  with  pro- Western  ones. 
Perhaps  over  the  next  decade,  after 


their  revolutionary  regime  matures, 
normalization  will  occur.  I  counsel 
patience. 

BCM:  What  is  Ayatollah  Khomeini's 
game  plan? 

Banuaazizi  For  him,  Bagdhad  is  only 
a  station  on  the  way  to  Jerusalem. 
He  is  not  crazy.  He  simply  wants  to 
stay  in  power  and  spread  his  revolu- 
tion through  the  Middle  East.  This 
makes  many  Arab  leaders  uncomfor- 
table, since  the  revolution's  main  ap- 
peal is  to  die  masses;  its  ideology  is 
one  of  protest  fitting  many  societies. 
BCM:  Where  are  die  most  important 
tensions  in  Iran? 

Banuazizi:  Between  the  more  mod- 
ern, Westernized  middle  class  and  the 
clerical  leaders,  who  are  supported  by 
the  traditional  middle  and  lower 
classes.  But  the  Ayatollah  seems  in 
good  healdi,  his  regime  relatively 
stable. 

BCM:  What  is  your  post-Ayatollah 
scenario?

Touches  of  class  and  mystery  grace  the  most  popular  student  social  event  of  the  '80s 


It  was  a  night  of 
knights... 

...and  kings, 
queens,  lords  and 
ladies— 300  of 
them— all  gathered 
at  O'Connell  "Cas- 
tle" on  March  21  for 
the  14th  annual 
Middlemarch  Ball; 
all  dancing,  all  dining  on  the  theme  of 
"Merrie  Olde  England." 

As  guests  of  the  most  popular  stu- 
dent social  event  of  this  era  stepped 
from  limousines  that  offered  shuttle 
service  from  lower  campus  dorms, 
they  were  greeted  by  a  trumpet  fan- 
fare and  a  prince  clad  in  maroon 
velvet  pantaloons  who  threw  down  his 
cape  for  the  ladies  to  trod  upon. 
Couples  were  ushered  inside  down  a 
path  of  red  carpeting,  past  rooms 
decorated  on  an  Elizabethan  motif, 
and  were  formally  presented  to 
"Queen  Elizabeth"  in  her  "Royal 


Chambers"  before  taking  off  in  pur- 
suit of  food,  spirits,  dancing  and  the 
entertainment  provided  by  an  assort- 
ment of  jugglers,  fencers,  jesters  and 
fortune  tellers. 

"I  spent  a  lot  of  time  saying 
'charmed'  and  'enchanted,'"  said 
queen-for-a-day  Laura  Germak  '88. 

Also  charmed  and  enchanted  were 
the  guests  who  had  to  solve  a  mystery 
and  in  many  cases  camp  out  over- 
night en  route  to  procuring  a  $50 
pair  of  coveted  tickets. 

The  major  key  to  the  allure  of 
Middlemarch  is,  of  course,  elegance. 
"Terminal  with  taste,"  said  a  1985 
reviewer  for  the  Campus  Voice,  a 
magazine  distributed  on  college  cam- 
puses nationally.  "We  wanted  [this 
year's  ball]  to  be  be  magical,"  said 
senior  Mary  Beth  Martin,  a  member 
of  the  O'Connell  House  staff,  which 
hosts  the  event.  "When  the  event 
first  began  [in  1974],  there  was  no 
specific  theme;  it  was  just  an  elegant 


affair."  Themes  were  introduced  in 
1 980  and  became  more  elaborate  over 
the  years.  Last  year's  party-goers 
celebrated  "The  Old  South." 
Hollywood  themes,  the  Roaring 
Twenties,  and  the  Gay  Nineties  have 
also  been  featured. 

"It's  always  a  grandiose  affair," 
said  William  Thompson,  assistant 
dean  for  student  development,  who 
has  helped  plan  the  event  since  1979. 
'  'The  first  few  years  I  was  here, 
tickets  were  sold  in  the  McElroy 
ticket  booth.  The  event  was  so 
popular  that  students  lined  up  over- 
night. The  line  wound  through  the 
entire  building." 

And  so  in  1982,  a  new  fillip  was 
added.  Tickets  were  no  longer  sold  on 
a  first-come  first-served  basis;  rather, 
ticket  locations  were  announced  in  a 
series  of  riddles  in  student  publica- 
tions. This  year's  first  set  of  riddles, 
which  told  where  tickets  would  not  be 
sold,  included: 

What  Mrs.  Sedaka  exclaimed  to 
her  son  after  he  spilled  his  milk 
(O'Neill  Library);  makers  of  jelly 
(Welch  Dormitory);  a  predicated 
pillow  (Cushing  Hall);  1000  lbs.  & 
850  lbs.  &  150  lbs  (Fulton  Hall); 
Bing's  Bells  (St.  Mary's  Hall). 

The  last  set  of  riddles,  which 
revealed  the  five  ticket  sale  locations, 
was  posted  outside  O'Connell  House 
at  midnight  on  Feb.  22. 

Said  Martin,  "We  made  a  big 
presentation  of  the  final  posting.  A 
crowd  of  students  was  gathered  out- 
side the  house,  and  the  people  in 
front  yelled  out  the  clues  to  people 
farther  back." 

But  the  ordeal  was  not  yet  over  for 
the  O'Connell  staffers.  As  the  posted 
hours  for  sales  approached,  "People 
followed  us  around  to  see  if  we  were 
on  our  way  to  sell  tickets,"  Martin 
said.  The  staffers  donned  hats  and 
trenchcoats  to  make  their  secret  way 
to  sale  locations  where  some  students 
had  been  waiting  on  line  for  the 
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A  blare  of  trumpets  heralded  the  arrival  of  "O'Connell  Castle's"  guests  for  the  evening. 


previous  36  hours. 

"We  were  the 
first  people  in 
line  at  Faber 
House.  We  got 
there  on  Sunday 
and  waited  until 
tickets  were  sold 
at  10  p.m.  Mon- 
day," said  senior 
Charlie  Michol, 
who  attended 
Middlemarch  as  a  cavalier. 

Juniors  Mark  Lalley  and  Mark 
Gudaitis  were  literally  on-line  while 
waiting  on  line  for  tickets  at  the  66 
Commonwealth  Avenue  dorm. 
"Mark  brought  his  Macintosh  com- 
puter and  we  worked  on  midterm 


papers  while  waiting  overnight  for 
tickets,"  Lalley  said. 

The  pair  got  the  last  two  tickets 
sold,  but  only  because  the  people  in 
front  of  them  had  dropped  out  during 
the  night.  "It  was  great,"  said 
Lalley.  "We  got  our  tickets  and  we 
got  our  homework  done." 

In  keeping  with  the  Middlemarch 
tradition,  the  festive  rooms  were 
named  for  O'Connell  House  staff 
members  and  student  development 
administrators. 

In  The  Feasting  Hall  of  Sir 
Markus  the  Gallant — named  for  a 
student  staffer — guests  dined  on  Cor- 
nish game  hens  and  English  country 
ham,  while  a  professional  actor  por- 
traying Henry  VIII  presided. 


Desserts,  coffee  and  English  teas 
were  served  in  Good  Sir  Paul's  Olde 
English  Coffee  House — named  for 
another  student  staffer — by  two  stu- 
dent volunteer  "wenches." 

Spirits  were  served  in  The  Much 
Affeared,  Dreaded  and  Detestable 
Dungeon.  Chickens  and  lambs  in- 
habited the  adjoining  room,  named 
Sherwood's  Pasture  for  Student 
Development  Dean  Robert 
Sherwood. 

"There's  so  much  going  on  in  the 
different  rooms — that's  what  makes  it 
unique,"  said  Greg  Yoch  '89. 

In  the  main  ballroom,  students 
danced  to  a  rock  band,  while  a 
quartet  from  the  New  England  Con- 
servator)' played  classical  music 
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upstairs  in  the  Royal  Garden  of 
Marie  Theresa,  Duchess  of  Lex- 
ington, decorated  with  floral  ar- 
rangements, an  ivy  trellis,  a  reflecting 
pool  and  ice  sculptures. 

"I  waited  35  hours  in  front  of 
White  Mountain  Creamery  and  it 
was  worth  every  minute,"  said  Will 
McCarthy  '90.  "Middlemarch  Ball  is 
lavish."  Said  senior  Nancy  McCar- 
thy, dressed  in  a  tall  pointed  cap  and 
a  rented  Elizabethan  gown,  "I  didn't 
want  to  graduate  without  going." 

Steve  Appleyard  '89,  stood  out 
among  his  royally  attired  peers. 
Dressed  in  rags  as  a  peanut-peddling 
street  urchin,  he  said  he  was 
"drafted"  by  friends  on  the  O'Con- 
nell  House  staff.  "Middlemarch  is  a 
really  nice  event,"  he  mused.  "May- 
be next  year  I  can  get  dressed  up."

A  night  at  the  telethon 

Volunteers  dial  for  dollars  and 
a  chance  to  reconnect 

Hi  Fred,  I'm  calling  from  the 
BC  telethon." 
"Well,  I  see  you  gave 
$100  last  year... do  you  think  you  can 
give  $250  this  year?" 

(laughter)  "Yah,  well,  we  gotta 
ask." 

And  so  it  went. 

On  March  16,  from  6:30  to  9 
p.m.,  more  than  3,000  such  calls 
were  made  from  a  basement  room  in 
St.  Thomas  More  Hall.  On  that 
night,  and  19  others  like  it  this 
March,  squads  of  volunteers — 60  at  a 
sitting — telephoned  thousands  of 
alumni,  asking  for  funds  for  alma 
mater.  But,  according  to  the  folks 


who  manned  the  phones,  BC's  an- 
nual National  Telethon  means  more 
than  money.  Lacing  the  bashful  re- 
quests and  the  good-natured  haggling, 
they  say,  are  threads  that  connect  the 
BC  community  across  the  country. 

The  telethon  is  something  of  a 
Boston  College  tradition.  "We've 
been  doing  it  for  20  years  or  so  and 
it's  been  volunteers  from  day  one," 
said  Director  of  Annual  Giving  Alan 
Quebec.  "Through  the  telethon  we're 
reaching  out  to  thousands  of  people 
with  hundreds  of  volunteers.  It's  a 
way  of  being  as  personal  as  we  can  in 
asking  for  money." 

The  National  Telethon  has  always 
been  held  in  March,  while  regional 
and  graduate  school  telethons,  in- 
stituted in  the  early  1970s,  are  held  in 
the  fall.  Funds  raised  by  the  telethon 
become  part  of  the  University's

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operating  budget,  Quebec  said,  fund- 
ing everything  from  student  scholar- 
ships to  computer  terminals,  library 
books  and  faculty  salaries. 

The  volunteers  arrived  early  on  the 
evening  of  March  16,  a  group  of 
graying  men  in  business  suits, 
younger  alumnae  still  in  the  com- 
muting garb  of  skirts  and  sneakers, 
students  and  recent  graduates  in 
jeans. 

At  6:45,  John  Griffin  '35,  who  is 
in  charge  of  recruiting  telethon  volun- 
teers, interrupted  his  troops  at  their 
sandwiches.  Their  task,  he  told  them, 
was  simple:  "to  get  new  donors  and 
to  convince  those  who  are  giving  to 
give  more.  Be  proud  of  what  you're 
doing,"  he  said. 

Each  volunteer  received  a  packet  of 
60  cards.  On  each  was  the  name  of  a 
graduate,  information  on  previous 
gifts  and  a  suggested  gift  amount. 
When  possible,  the  callers  contact 
their  own  classmates.  Said  John 
Crowley  '68,  "Sometimes  I  see  my 
classmates  downtown  with  their  new 
cars,  and  when  I  get  them  on  the 
phone  I  kid  them,  'Say,  I  know  how 
much  money  you're  making!  Why 
don't  you  give  a  litde  to  BC!'" 

Equipped  with  their  cards,  the 
volunteers  headed  for  study  carrels 
arranged  in  rows  across  the  room. 
Soon  they  were  hunched  over  their 
receivers  and  the  room  was  filled  with 
60  voices.  Above  the  babble,  the 
same  phrases  arose  over  and  over 
again. 

"Hello,  I'm  calling  from  the 
Boston  College  telethon..." 

"Why  don't  I  put  you  down  for 
$200 — that's  what  you  gave  last 
year." 

"How  about  $50 — can  I  get  you 
up  to  S50?" 

"I'll  send  you  confirmation  in  the 
mail." 

Solicitation  styles,  however,  were 
varied. 

Kenneth  Smith  '86,  confessed  that 
he  was  having  a  hard  time  soliciting 
pledges  of  $100  and  up.  "I'm  a  low- 
key  person.  I  can't  be  a  high-pressure 
salesman,"  he  said  with  a  bashful 
grin.

The  masters,  meanwhile,  worked 
in  their  own  inimitable  styles  honed 
by  years  of  experience. 

"This  is  your  lucky  night,"  Bill 
McCool  '49,  greeted  one  classmate 
on  the  other  end  of  the  line. 

McCool  is  one  of  a  handful  of 
telethon  "regulars,"  who  are  fixtures 
on  campus  each  March.  Between 
calls,  they  offered  insights  on 
telephone  fundraising  for  Boston 
College. 

The  masters  worked  in  their 

own  inimitable  styles  honed  by 

years  of  experience.   'This  is 

your  lucky  night, '  said  one. 

Gerry  Palmer  '57,  who  won  this 
year's  Calan  Award  for  excellence  in 
fundraising,  said  he  advised 
volunteers  to  give  to  the  college 
themselves  before  they  picked  up  a 
telephone  receiver.  "That  way  you 
won't  be  embarrassed  asking  other 
people  for  money." 

The  toughest  people  to  call,  Palmer 
and  other  pros  agreed,  were  those 
alumni  whose  children  had  applied 
but  were  not  accepted  to  BC.  It's 


best,  they  agreed,  to  wait  a  few  years 
before  calling  again,  giving  the  stu- 
dent a  chance  to  have  a  good  college 
experience  elsewhere. 

The  biggest  problem  of  all,  said 
many  volunteers,  is  just  getting  the 
alumnus  on  the  phone.  "The  only 
frustrating  ones  are  the  ones  you 
can't  reach,"  said  veteran  Paul 
Coughlin  '53. 

"I'm  getting  a  lot  of  answering 
machines,"  added  Janet  Woodka,  a 
BC  senior. 

Woodka,  one  of  several  students 
making  calls  that  night,  volunteered 
because  "I  heard  from  friends  that 
it's  a  lot  of  fun.  It  gives  you  a  chance 
to  talk  to  alumni." 

"I  couldn't  give  as  much  as  I"d 
like  this  year,  so  I  decided  to  donate 
my  time,"  said  first-time  volunteer 
Karen  Smith  '84. 

An  annual  volunteer  for  20  years, 
Coughlin  says  his  classmates  expect, 
even  await,  his  annual  call.  "It's  a 
means  of  communicating  with  people, 
an  annual  renewal  of  acquaintances," 
he  said. 

Adds  Daniel  Foley  '55,  last  year's 
top  telephone  fundraiser:  "I  feel  that 
there  is  a  thread  of  deep  loyalty  be- 
tween the  caller  and  the  alumni  being 
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called.  Instead  of  just  asking  for 
money,  there's  a  give  and  take,  a 
way  of  reestablishing  the  connection 
between  the  person  and  the 
institution." 

"You  want  to  stretch  for  an 
organization  that  you  really  care 
about,"  Foley  said  of  his  fundraising 
efforts.  With  two  children  at  BC,  he 
and  his  wife  Carolyn  (Kenney)  '56, 
"are  just  trying  to  give  back  what 
we've  gotten." 

Less  than  four  hours  after  they 
entered,  the  volunteers  left  More  Hall 
with  telethon  pledges  at  $472,884— 
$40,000  closer  to  the  $750,000  goal.

Culture  clash  at  work 

The  salaried  professional 
takes  on  the  corporation 

►  It  used  to  be  that  many  profes- 
sionals struck  out  on  their  own  as 
soon  as  they  were  credentialed. 
Shingles  in  hand,  doctors  founded 
their  practices;  lawyers  their  firms. 
Increasingly,  however,  professional 
workers  have  become  salaried 
employees,  accepting  more  reasonable 
working  conditions  and  fewer  finan- 
cial worries  in  return  for  less 
autonomy  and,  often,  a  smaller 
paycheck.  Today,  salaried  profes- 
sionals make  up  one-fifth  of  the 
American  workforce. 

But  while  professionals  may  have 
willingly  given  up  certain  freedoms, 
they  have  not  given  up  the  habit  of 
thinking  independently.  The  result, 
according  to  School  of  Management 
Associate  Professor  Joseph  Raelin, 
has  been  a  clash  of  values  in  the 
workplace  between  managers  who 
confront  challenges  to  their  authority 
by  salaried  professionals,  and  these 
professionals,  who  disdain  interference 
in  their  ability  to  work  autonomously. 

"The  inherent  conflict  between 
managers  and  professionals  results 
basically  from  a  clash  of  cultures:  the 
corporate  culture,  which  captures  the 
commitment  of  managers  to  fulfill 
organizational  goals,  and  the  profes- 
sional culture,  which  socializes  profes- 
sionals to  fulfill  technical  respon- 
sibilities," said  Raelin,  author  of  The 
Clash  of  Cultures:  Managers  and  Profes- 
sionals (Harvard  Business  School 
Press,  1986). 

Much  of  this  conflict  is  rooted  in 
the  social  revolution  of  the  1960s,  said 
Raelin.  "The  1960s  kids  went  into 
the  professions  in  higher  percent- 
ages." The  professional  life  of  a 
lawyer,  teacher,  or  research  scientist, 
for  example,  seemed  to  be  the  perfect 
choice  for  those  whose  values  em- 
phasized self-fulfillment,  autonomy, 
ethical  responsibility  and  quality  of 
life.  These  values  also  include  a  will- 
ingness to  challenge  authority  and  a 
desire  to  participate  in  decision-

making,  which  create  the  potential  for 
conflict. 

Raelin  first  became  interested  in 
the  conflict  between  professional  and 
management  cultures  in  1978,  when 
he  studied  research  and  development 
decision-making  under  a  National 
Science  Foundation  grant.  "I  spoke 
with  many  [research  and  develop- 
ment] professionals.  That's  when  I 
found  out  technical  professionals  were 
having  specific  problems,"  he  said. 


Raelin  offers  a  number  of  sugges- 
tions to  help  "merge"  the  goals  of 
professional  staffs  with  the  organiza- 
tional interests  of  managers.  For  ex- 
ample, professionals  often  complain 
that  managers  "underspecify"  the 
ends  but  "overspecify"  the  means, 
and  at  the  same  time  require 
adherence  to  an  organizational  hier- 
archy. Yet  a  manager  may  complain 
that  professionals  demand  too  much 
autonomy  and  participation.  Raelin 


Raelin:  The  habit  of  independent  thought  dies  hard 
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recommends  a  "dual  ladder" 
strategy — creating  a  nonconventional 
ladder  of  professional  positions  that 
carry  prestige,  salary  and  responsi- 
bility comparable  to  the  conventional 
management  ladder.  A  second 
strategy  is  to  promote  professionals 
into  management,  giving  them  the 
chance  to  increase  their  influence  in 
the  organization  while  becoming  ap- 
preciated by  managers  for  their 
understanding  of  professional  culture. 
Raelin  also  recommends  strategies 
such  as  improved  communication, 
management  of  ends  but  not  means, 
greater  professional  participation,  self- 
management,  incentives,  decentraliza- 
tion, job  enrichment,  and  promotion 
of  ethical  consciousness — a  key  at- 
tribute of  many  professionals — as 
ways  to  mediate  professional  and 
managerial  concerns.

Where  it  all  went  wrong 

A  sociologist  finds  a  pattern  in 
the  tangled  webs  we  weave 

►  To  participants  and  interested  spec- 
tators, the  break  up  of  an  intimate 
relationship  often  seems  a  confusing 
meld  of  reason,  emotion,  anger  and 
sorrow.  The  enduring  mystery  of  the 
process  can  leave  people  still  wonder- 
ing years  and  decades  later  where  it 
all  went  wrong. 

According  to  research  by  Associate 
Professor  of  Sociology  Diane 
Vaughan,  however,  the  patterns  by 
which  we  uncouple  are  not  so  difficult 
to  trace  and  are  replicated  again  and 
again  in  intimate  relationships  of  all 
stripes.  Author  of  Uncoupling:  Turning 
Points  in  Intimate  Relationships  (Oxford 
University  Press,  1986),  Vaughan  has 
through  a  decade  of  research  and 
over  100  interviews  traced  step-by- 
step  the  social  pattern  two  people 
follow  when  ending  an  intimate 
relationship. 

She  learned  that  most  often  one 
partner,  whom  she  terms  the  Initi- 
ator, wants  out  of  the  relationship,

while  the  other,  the  Partner,  wants  it 
to  continue. 

The  process  begins  when  the 
secredy  dissatisfied  Initiator  takes  up 
interests,  activities  and  associates  out- 
side the  relationship.  The  Initiator 
may  get  up  earlier,  go  to  bed  later, 
take  up  hobbies — anything  to  avoid 
the  Partner,  who  is  as  yet  unaware  of 
any  problems. 

The  fact  that  the  Initiator's  feelings 
and  activities  are  kept  secret  gives  the 
Initiator  distance  from  the  relation- 
ship, but  also  a  certain  control  over 
it.  When  the  Initiator  finally  becomes 
noticeably  distant,  the  Partner  may 
cling  to  the  relationship — but  by  the 
time  the  issue  is  out  in  the  open,  the 
Initiator  has  formed  a  new  identity 
and,  in  effect,  already  has  "left." 
This,  Vaughan  says,  explains  why 
time  spent  trying  to  patch  things  up 
may  be  time  spent  in  vain:  for  the 
Initiator,  it's  too  late. 

When  the  Initiator,  in  the  final 
stages,  informs  others  of  the  break, 
the  Parmer  at  last  is  forced  to 
acknowledge  the  situation  and  to 
begin  his  or  her  own  painful  un- 
coupling process. 

Uncoupling,  Vaughan  hopes,  will 
not  only  help  some  people  understand 
what  happened  in  their  break-ups, 


but  also  enable  some  to  recognize  that 
a  relationship  is  in  jeopardy.  Her 
subjects — heterosexual  or  homosexual, 
married  or  living  together — all  shared 
similar  uncoupling  dynamics.  During 
her  own  divorce,  Vaughan  turned  an 
introspective  eye  on  the  process  and 
realized  that  "though  it  all  seemed 
terribly  disruptive  and  sudden,  we'd 
really  been  gradually  uncoupling  for 
several  years." 

Armed  with  insight  into  the  pro- 
cess, Vaughan  says,  people  may  learn 
to  live  with  it,  control  it  or  change  it 
before  it's  too  late.  "Information," 
she  avers,  "is  empowering.  Despite 
the  frequency  with  which  we  end 
them,  we  really  care  about  relation- 
ships. The  message  of  the  book  is  that 
people  can  break  a  pattern,  delay  it, 
reverse  it  or  speed  it  up.  We're  not 
trapped  on  moving  escalators." 

Vaughan  began  Uncoupling  while  at 
Yale  on  a  post-doctoral  fellowship  in 
the  late  1 970s  and  continued  her 
research  after  joining  the  Wellesley 
Center  for  Research  on  Women. 

She  assembled  the  interviews  for 
her  book  by  writing  to  people  whose 
divorce  notices  had  been  published 
and  by  contacting  therapists  and 
groups  for  the  separated  and 
divorced. 

One  source  led  to  another;  it 
reached  a  point  where  strangers 
would  seek  her  out.  "One  man 
who'd  heard  about  my  research  ap- 
proached me  and  asked  if  I'd  ever  in- 
terviewed anyone  who'd  been  'shot  at 
by  an  angry  husband.'" 

Because  the  subject  matter  was 
universal,  she  says,  the  information 
flow  was  sometimes  difficult  to  turn 
off.  "Uncoupling  is  everywhere,"  she 
said.  "Friends'  experiences,  novels, 
movies — all  became  sources.  It's  not 
like  DNA  research,  confined  to  a  lab. 
This  permeates  our  lives." 

Vaughan  is  currendy  on  a  year- 
long visiting  fellowship  at  Oxford 
University's  Center  for  Sociological 
Studies  and  is  working  on  two  pro- 
jects: one  on  regulation  of  nuclear 
power  and  occupational  health  and 
safety,  the  other  on  family  law.

USWEST,  IBM  lead  lists  ~qf 
civic  leaders '  favorite  firms 

►  The  telephone  utility  USWEST 
was  the  top-rated  regional  firm,  and 
IBM  the  top-rated  national  and  inter- 
national firm  in  the  first  nationwide 
study  of  how  community  officials  rate 
corporations  on  community  involve- 
ment. USWEST  led  the  field  in  a 
combined  ranking,  followed  by 
BankAmerica,  Pacific  Telesis,  IBM 
and  Pacific  Gas  &  Electric. 

The  study,  conducted  by  the 
Corporate  Community  Relations 
Center,  was  based  on  a  mail  survey 
of  121  mayors,  United  Way  ex- 
ecutives and  chambers  of  commerce 
in  64  cities  with  populations  of 
200,000  or  more.  While  corporations 
have  been  rated  in  the  past  on  con- 


tributions to  their  communities,  this 
ranking,  based  on  perceptions  of  per- 
formance, is  the  first  by  "affected 
community  leaders,"  said  CCR 
Assistant  Director  for  Research  Jerry 
Boren. 

In  the  national  and  multi-national 
category,  IBM,  Honeywell,  GTE, 
Atlantic  Richfield  and  Federated 
Department  Stores  received  the 
highest  ratings;  and  the  regional 
category  was  led  by  USWEST, 
BankAmerica,  Pacific  Telesis  Group 
(a  telephone  utility),  Pacific  Gas  & 
Electric  and  Bellsouth. 

Among  the  studies'  findings: 

►  Manufacturing  (29  percent), 
banks  (19  percent)  and  utilities  (16 
percent)  constituted  64  percent  of  the 
raters'  selections. 

^  Three  of  every  10  manufacturing 
companies  cited  were  high  technology 
firms,  while  only  one  in  13  was  a 
chemical  company. 


►  Forbes  500  companies  made  up 
63  percent  of  ail  recommendations, 
but  raters  were  as  likely  to  cite  small 
firms  (fewer  than  500  employees)  as 
large  ones  (100,000  or  more). 

The  raters  singled  out  584  firms  in 
their  1,004  evaluations.  Of  these,  31 
received  one  or  more  votes  from  three 
or  more  cities. 

The  criteria  community  leaders 
used  in  rating  excellence  were:  ex- 
ecutive leadership,  contributions  prac- 
tices, employee  involvement,  in- 
novative programming,  collaborative 
leadership,  relevance  and  effectiveness 
of  programs,  and  general  reputation. 

The  top  31  included  12  manufac- 
turing firms,  eight  utilities,  four 
banks,  four  retail  chains,  three  high 
technology  firms,  one  insurance  com- 
pany, and  two  newspaper  publishers, 
Gannett  and  Knight-Ridder.  The 
smallest  company  in  the  group  was

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Banc  One  Corporation  of  Columbus, 
Ohio;  the  largest,  General  Motors. 

While  the  study  doesn't  "prove" 
that  social  responsibility  is  good 
business,  said  Boren,  the  fact  that  "so 
many  successful  corporations"  show 
up  "implies  a  connection." 

According  to  Boren,  CCR  under- 
took the  year-long  project — its  first 
such  venture — because  many  corpora- 
tions don't  know  how  communities 
view  their  contributions  or  how  these 
are  viewed  in  comparison  with  those 
of  other  firms. 

The  CCR  study  suggests  that  the 
reputations  for  social  responsibility 
enjoyed  by  banks  and  utilities  may  be 
a  result  of  government  regulation, 
which  makes  "community  relations 
programs... an  extension  of  customer 
relations. ' ' 

Boren  expects  that  corporate  senior 
managers  will  want  to  know  who 
made  the  list  and  where,  or  why  they 
didn't  make  it.  "It  could  stimulate  an 
internal  examination,"  he  said.

The  power  of  love 

Fear  of  a  face-off  between 
generations  seen  as  exaggerated 

►  An  ugly  war  has  been  predicted  by 
some  social  scientists  and  elected  of- 
ficials. The  scenario  is  this:  in  2030 
or  so,  America's  65  million 
elderly — their  ranks  swelled  by  the 
post  World  War  II  baby  boomers  and 
superb  health  care — will  struggle  with 
their  children  and  grandchildren  over 
social  service  resources  and  the 
burden  of  supporting  those  resources. 

Nonsense,  says  GSSW  Associate 
Professor  Eric  R.  Kingson,  principal 
author  of  a  new  study,  Ties  That  Bind: 
The  Interdependence  of  Generations  (Seven 
Locks  Press,  1986).  Simply  put,  said 
Kingson,  the  war  will  never  happen 
because  the  elderly  and  the  young  are 
not  competitors;  rather,  he  says, 
"They  are  connected  to  each  other 
through  complex  patterns  of  care- 
giving  which  they  exchange 
throughout  life." 


Kingson:  There's  give  and  take  on  all  sides 

The  two-year  study  sponsored  by 
the  Gerontological  Society  of  America 
found  that  old  and  young  have  a 
common  and  irrefutable  stake  in  one 
another.  With  costs  of  raising  a  child 
to  age  18  at  about  $82,400,  children, 
Kingson  said,  "get  a  lot  more  than 
they  give.  But  people  in  their  middle 
years  give  more;  and  in  old  age  they 
give  and  they  get." 

Said  Kingson,  "The  idea  that  one 
generation  gives,  while  another  only 
gets  is  ridiculous."  He  cited  a  survey 
by  the  Harris  organization  which 
found  that  more  than  80  percent  of 
18-to-24-year-olds  run  errands  for 
parents  or  grandparents,  and  that 
those  80  and  older  continue  to  "pro- 
vide support  to  younger  generations." 

The  rumors  of  war,  said  Kingson, 
are  swelled  by  myths  we  hold  about 


the  elderly.  "We've 
swung  from  one 
myth,  that  all  old 
people  are  ill  and 
poor,  to 

another — that  they're 
all  healthy,  rich  and 
jumping  on  tram- 
polines in  Sun  City." 
The  elderly  are  in 
fact  a  diverse  group. 

Also,  said 
Kingson,  by  viewing 
life  as  composed  of 
discrete  ages,  some 
policy  analysts  miss 
the  point  that  not  on- 
ly children,  but  finan- 
cially strapped 
parents  benefit  from 
public  education,  and 
that  some  3.3  million 
children  collect  Social 
Security,  along  with 
the  elderly. 

In  any  case,  said 
Kingson,  the  baby 
bust  generation  won't 
be  "overwhelmed" 
by  taxes  to  support 
baby  boomers  or 
anyone  else,  assum- 
ing modest  economic 
growth.  The  current 
debate  "just  looks  at 
the  growth  of  the  elderly,"  neglecting 
the  over-all  ratio  of  dependent  (under 
18,  over  65)  to  working  age  persons, 
which,  because  of  lower  birthrates,  is 
not  expected  to  surpass  1964  levels  for 
the  next  65  years. 

Added  Kingson,  "Who's  to  say  the 
elderly  won't  work  longer  or  that 
more  and  more  women  won't  be 
working,  which  would  expand  the 
pie?" 

Key  findings  of  the  report,  which 
Kingson  co-authored  with  Barbara 
Hirshorn  of  the  University  of 
Michigan,  and  GSA  Executive  Direc- 
tor John  Corn  man,  were  released  in 
April  1986  at  a  special  hearing  of  the 
House  Select  Committee  on  Aging.

PASSAGES 

Making  a  profit  isn't  what's  difficult  about  managing  a  business. 
Keeping  the  dream  alive  is

Managing  is  the  art  of  making  dreams  come  true. 

The  dream  can  take  you  by  surprise.  You  look  up  from  your 
desk,  from  your  morning  coffee,  from  your  evening  gin,  and 
you  realize  you've  seen  it.  Those  you  work  with  or  for  haven't 
seen  it;  nor  has  your  mother.  Only  you  know  for  now,  and  so,  cozily, 
between  the  shower  and  the  toweling,  between  the  leave-taking  and 
the  arriving,  during  the  commercial  breaks,  you  begin  to  plan. 

That's  how  the  dream  begins,  and  often  that's  where  it  ends, 
because  the  rest  is  work  and  worse. 

According  to  William  Torbert,  graduate  dean  of  the  School  of 
Management,  keeping  the  dream  alive  and  true,  whether  as  manager 
or  entrepreneur  or  citizen  or  spouse  (for  nationhood  and  marriage 
are  also  "corporate"  ventures),  is  "the  most  demanding  of  human 
processes." 

Acquiring  venture  capital  is  a  chore,  but  it  can  be  done.  Making  a 
profit  takes  drive  and  luck,  but  it  is  possible.  Falling  in  love  is  a 
daunting  adventure,  but  it  happens  daily.  Keeping  the  dream  alive 
through  all  this  and  beyond,  however,  takes  more.  It  requires,  accor- 
ding to  Torbert,  flexibility  and  stubborness;  it  requires  that  one  revise 
continually,  that  one  "wake  up  repeatedly  without  losing  the  dream." 
Torbert  terms  this  process  "action  inquiry." 

Torbert 's  recent  book,  Managing  the  Corporate  Dream:  Restructuring  for 
Long-Term  Success  (Dow  Jones  Irwin,  1987),  focuses  primarily  on 
business  manifestations  of  the  corporate  dream  and  is  the  result  of  a 
six -year  study  of  managers  and  corporations,  successful  and  not. 
From  interviews  and  studies,  he  developed  a  set  of  transformations  or 
evolutions  through  which,  he  says,  organizations  or  social  units  must 
pass  as  they  move  from  dreams  to  maturity  and,  occasionally,  self- 
understanding.  He  calls  them  Conception,  Investment, 
Incorporation,  Experiments,  Systematic  Productivity,  and  Col- 
laborative Inquiry. 
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Because  each  stage,  says  Torbert, 
represents  "a  complete  and  internally  consis- 
tent interpretation  of  the  dream,  managers 
and  organizations  easily  become  stuck  at  par- 
ticular stages."  Transformations  between 
stages,  he  says,  "are  commonly  resisted 
because  they  are  periods  without  clear 
guidance,  periods  when  strategies,  structures, 
and  the  very  meaning  of  concrete  events  go 
out  of  focus." 

But  repeated,  timely  unfocusing  and 
refocusing  are  necessary,  he  maintains,  if  an 
organization  or  manager  is  to  become  suc- 
cessful and  remain  so. 


CONCEPTION 

When  the  original  conception  includes  within 
itself  a  vision  of  mature  social  or  spiritual 
functioning,  then  [it]  can  inspire  the  organiza- 
tion to  later  stages  of  development. 

In  the  beginning  is  motivation.  Motivations 
may  range  from  a  desire  to  escape  a  nasty 
supervisor  to  altruistic  notions  about  fulfill- 
ing new  needs. 

According  to  Torbert,  critical  questions  for 
people  starting  new  ventures  are:  "Is  your 
vision  positive  or  escapist?"  Does  it  involve 
"social  needs  that  are  both  current  and  pro- 
found" and  "motivations  that  will  survive 
change?" 

Instant  camera  inventor  Edwin  Land  did 
not  simply  think  up  a  new  product,  for 
example,  he  also  aspired  to  re-animate  his 
original  idea  with  later  generations  of  con- 
nected inventions,  so  that  Polaroid  was 


enlivened  by  "continuous  creation,"  says 
Torbert. 

No  one  should  start  a  business  simply 
from  "negative  or  escapist  motives,"  he 
adds.  Many  people  are  simply  unhappy  at 
their  jobs,  and  dream  of  "doing  their  own 
thing"  in  a  blissful  setting;  but,  he  says,  no 
worthy,  creative  human  venture  becomes 
truly  successful  "without  conflict,  per- 
sistence, sacrifice,  and  continual  ingenuity." 

INVESTMENT 

Money  and  other  tangible  investments  are  the 
least  important  of  the  investments  necessary. 

Unless  many  people  are  willing  to  invest 
time,  energy,  intelligence,  and  money, 
with  no  guarantee  of  success,  says 
Torbert,  the  newly  conceived  company  stays 
a  dream.  And  the  first  pitfall,  he  says,  is 
thinking  that  money  is  all  you  need.  When 
sports  agent  Mark  McCormack  founded  the 
International  Management  Group  in  the 
1960s  with  $500  and  Arnold  Palmer  as  a 
client,  it  was  Palmer's  commitment  to  Mc- 
Cormack— what  Torbert  terms  "a  spirtual 
investment" — that  impressed  potential  sup- 
porters, not  the  $500. 

Spiritual  investments  are  primary,  says 
Torbert,  for  they  spread  faith  in  a  new 
organization. 

A  peer  network  provides  a  second  critical 
investment.  One  entrepreneur  Torbert 
studied  was  able  to  sell  his  prototype  to  the 
friend  of  a  friend  over  squash  and  lunch,  get- 
ting the  $8  million  he  needed  to  start  up 
within  the  week. 

But  the  peer  network  is  important  for 
more  than  financial  reasons.  When  Cardinal 
Angelo  Roncalli  became  Pope  John  XXIII 
in  1958,  Torbert  writes,  he  demonstrated 
dramatically  how  to  make  a  crucial  invest- 
ment in  peers.  His  very  first  night  as  Pope, 
he  approached  Msgr.  Domenico  Tardini,  an 
influential  member  of  Pope  Pious  XII's 
secretariat  and  a  perceived  opponent  of  the 
new  Pope's,  and  asked  him  to  become  his 
secretary  of  state.  Though  Tardini  was  reluc- 
tant, Pope  John  was  adamant  and  the  mon- 
signor  finally  agreed.  The  Pope's  first  action 
was  typical  of  his  whole  "reconciling 
ministry,"  says  Torbert.  In  "wedding  old 
with  new"  and  cooperating  with  potential 
opponents,  he  later  carried  off  Vatican  II, 
"peacefully  transforming  the  largest  single 
organization  in  the  world." 
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A  third  critical  area  of  investment,  Torbert 
says,  is  that  made  by  "parent"  organizations 
— which  not  only  include  suppliers  of  venture 
capital,  but  customers,  government  agencies, 
and  the  company's  sales  force. 

INCORPORATION 

Profit  is  a  condition  for  continuing  to  do 
business... but  it  is  emphatically  not  the  pur- 
pose of  any  business. 

The  "birthing"  of  a  company,  said 
Torbert,  is  a  "moment  of  maximum 
risk,"  requiring  "life-or-death  judgments 
and  superhuman  efforts."  It  is  a  time  when 
the  foremost  challenges  are  to  set  limits,  meet 
deadlines  and  eliminate  activities  inconsistent 
with  the  original  dream. 

The  pressures  are  such  that  efforts  may 
sometimes  exceed  the  bounds  of  propriety. 
In  1973,  Fred  Smith  launched  Federal 
Express.  When  his  financing  was  delayed  for 
months,  he  went  so  far  as  to  get  a  loan  by 
forging  a  signature.  Incredibly,  says  Torbert, 
at  his  1975  trial,  he  defended  his  actions  on 
the  grounds  that  he  had  acted  on  behalf  of 
the  company  and  was  acquitted  by  a  jury. 
It's  at  the  stage  of  incorporation  that  the 
original  promise  or  dream  is  most  often 
derailed,  says  Torbert.  "The  fact  that 
business  relies  heavily  on  the  conceptual 
framework  and  language  of  economics  can 
be  extremely  pernicious,"  he  says.  As 
pressures  mount,  elements  of  the  dream  are 
often  sacrificed,  and  profit  becomes  the 
ultimate  purpose. 

In  his  book,  Torbert  writes  of  an  architect 
who  longed  to  design  unique  workplaces.  So 
he  founded  his  own  firm.  But  to  feed  his 
family,  to  provide  himself  with  certain  com- 
forts, to  buy  himself  time  to  do  the  work  he 
wanted  to  do,  he  took  every  commission  that 
came  his  way.  Eventually  he  became  a  great 
success  as  a  home  remodeler.  He  had  more 
clients  than  he  could  handle.  His  company 
grew.  In  the  eyes  of  many,  he  exemplified 
corporate  entrepreneurial  success.  But  he  had 
also  lost  his  dream. 

He  was,  however,  able  to  recover  his 
vision  by  taking  the  considerable  risk  of 
moving  his  firm  into  a  run-down  commercial 
structure.  There  he  found  the  inspiration  and 
made  the  time  to  tinker  with  his  dream 
within  his  own  company's  space.  Within  a 
year,  the  firm  had  switched  its  focus  to  cor- 
porate design. 


EXPERIMENTS 

The  true  experiment  is  a  disciplined  stab  in 
the  dark. 

A  company  is  never  static.  It  grows  or  it 
declines,  and  it  does  so  within  the 
framework  of  a  business  environment 
that  is  also  continually  in  flux.  Because  of 
this,  all  businesses,  and  particularly  fast- 
growing  businesses,  are  in  a  continual  stage 
of  experimentation. 

This  may  involve  trying  out  different 
systems  of  manufacture,  design,  or  reward. 
It  is  crucial  for  the  manager  to  "truly  experi- 
ment," says  Torbert,    to  develop  a  "com- 
bination of  strategy  and  structure  that  even- 
tually can  be  systematized." 

One  case  recounted  in  the  Torbert  book 
involved  June  Torris,  who  in  1980  became 
one  of  the  first  women  to  move  from 
McDonald's  store  manager  to  owner.  When 
given  a  suffering  franchise  in  Dallas,  she 
went  out  to  talk  with  locals  to  find  out  what 
she  needed  to  do  to  get  them  to  become 
customers.  Mundane  though  it  may  seem, 
says  Torbert,  this  was  classic 
experimentation . 

The  Peace  Corps,  Torbert  says,  is  an  ex- 
ample of  an  organization  that  experimented 
in  profound  ways.  During  the  1960s,  the 
Corps  was  faced  with  volunteer  dissatisfac- 
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The  stages  of  management 


Just  as  it  analyzes  corporate 
progressions,  "Managing  the 
Corporate  Dream"  also  outlines 
the  stages  managers  reach  as 
they  mature  in  ability  and  style. 

IMPULSIVE 

While  some  sort  of  impulse 
motivates  every  dream,  says 
Bill  Torbert,  only  the  most 
primitive  managers  act  on  im- 
pulse, and  they  don't  last  long. 
"An  impulsive  style  of  manage- 
ment is  a  contradiction  in 
terms,"  he  notes,  which  is  not 
to  say  that  certain  very  suc- 
cessful managers  don't  seem  to 
act  impulsively.  Apollo  Com- 
puter founder  Bill  Poduska, 
says  Torbert,  left  MIT  to  co- 
found  Prime  Computer,  then  left 
Prime  to  start  Apollo,  only  to 
found  yet  another  company 
later.  But,  said  Torbert,  all  his 
moves  were  calibrated  to  take 
advantage  of  technological 
breakthroughs. 


OPPORTUNIST 

The  manager  at  this  stage  is 
a  manipulator  of  things  and 
people.  Distrustful  and 
secretive,  he  doesn't  look 
within  for  the  answers  and 
tends  to  blame  others. 

Less  than  5  percent  of 
managers,  Torbert  found,  are 
Opportunists.  Corporate  raider 
Irwin  Jacobs,  who  "couldn't 


successfully  manage  his  own 
business  but  made  millions 
buying  and  selling  other  com- 
panies," might  fit  this  category, 
he  notes. 


DIPLOMAT 

Some  10  to  15  percent  of 
managers  are  Diplomats, 
Torbert  found.  Family,  work  or 
national  loyalties  determine  the 
Diplomat's  world.  Diplomats 
'  'conform  to  group  norms  and 
protocol,  avoid  conflict,  and 
suppress  their  own  desires," 
according  to  Torbert. 

The  behavior  of  Henry  Ford  II 
when  he  sacked  Lee  lacocca 
was  typical  of  the  Diplomat. 
Unwilling  to  risk  a  confronta- 
tion, he  went  so  far  as  to  pay  a 
consultant  $2  million  for  a 
study  critical  of  his  second-in- 
command.  The  Diplomat's 
"smoothing-over,  conflict- 
avoiding  style  can  be  expen- 
sive," says  Torbert. 


TECHNICIAN 

The  Technician  is  "a  late 
adolescent  rebelling  against  all 
forms  of  authority  other  than 
that  of  his  craft  and  craft 
heroes,"  says  Torbert.  Techni- 
cians are  "perfectionists,"  con- 
sumed by  the  "internal  logic  of 
their  expertise,  obsessed  with 
efficiency  at  the  cost  of  effec- 
tiveness," he  added. 


He  found  the  greatest  propor- 
tion of  managers,  some  50  per- 
cent at  this  stage. 

Former  Reagan  budget  direc- 
tor David  Stockman  is  an  exam- 
ple of  the  Technician,  says 
Torbert.  While  a  whiz  at 
numbers,  he  "sacrificed  effec- 
tiveness for  efficiency." 


ACHIEVER 

The  Achiever  is  addicted  to 
work-related  goals.  Unlike 
Technicians,  Achievers  no 
longer  simply  identify  with  an 
expertise,  but  with  ac- 
complishing results.  They 
welcome  feedback  if  it  helps 
them  achieve  their  goals.  Some 
30  percent  of  managers  are 
Achievers,  Torbert  found. 

The  Achiever's  basic  limita- 
tion, said  Torbert,  "is  that 
while  he  can  accept  feedback 
in  support  of  his  goals,  he  can- 
not accept  criticism  that  ques- 
tions his  goals." 


STRATEGIST 

Less  than  5  percent  of 
managers  become  Strategists, 
Torbert  found.  Typified  by 
former  Secretary  of  State  Henry 
Kissinger,  the  Strategist,  says 
Torbert,  is  able  to  understand 
the  worlds  of  other  people,  "ar- 
ticulate and  enact  long-term 
strategies,  manipulate  others 
subtly,  and  focus  on  crucial 
moments  in  history  to  transform 
a  frightening  situation  into  an 
opportunity." 

Achievers  may  become 
Strategists,  Torbert  found, 
'  'when  they  are  moved  from 
the  middle  manager's  orderly 
world  of  following  policy  to  the 
senior  manager's  fiery  world  of 
making  it." 


MAGICIANS  &  IRONISTS 

As  the  label  implies,  Magi- 
cians are  a  rare  breed.  Unlike 


the  Stragetist,  who  believes  he 
or  she  is  on  the  side  of  good, 
the  Magician,  says  Torbert, 
recognizes  the  inherent  nature 
of  evil  in  ourselves  and  our  sur- 
roundings, and  understands  it 
cannot  be  permanently 
defeated,  but  at  best  only  kept 
at  bay  by  means  of  continual 
attention . 

And  if  Strategist  Kissinger 
was  the  managerial  hero  of  the 
early  1970s,  said  Torbert, 
Chrysler  chief  Lee  lacocca  has 
become  the  Magician  of  the 
1980s. 

According  to  Torbert 's  study, 
moving  from  Strategist  to  Magi- 
cian can  be  "traumatic."  When 
Ford  fired  lacocca,  for  example, 
lacocca  said  at  the  time  that  he 
went  from  feeling  as  if  he  were 
"on  top  of  the  world"  to  "final 
humiliation,"  and  used  such 
terms  as  "suicide,"  "mur- 
der," and  "ris(ing)  from  the 
ashes,"  to  describe  his  situa- 
tion. And  what  Magicians  do  is 
just  that— rise  from  the  ashes, 
and  not  through  safe  jobs,  says 
Torbert,  but  "public,  refraining 
action."  In  lacocca's  case,  he 
brought  Chrysler  up  with  him. 

When  the  Magician  "begins 
to  mask"  himself  in  order  to 
transform  an  organization  or 
culture,  he  becomes  an  Ironist, 
who  moves  on  and  off  the 
"historical  stage  deliberately," 
says  Torbert.  His  power  comes 
from  detachment. 

Possible  examples  are 
Charles  de  Gaulle  and  Mahatma 
Gandhi.  De  Gaulle  resigned 
the  leadership  of  France  three 
times  and  returned  twice  to 
take  it  up;  and  the  result,  says 
Torbert,  "is  the  legitimacy  of 
republican  government  and  ex- 
ecutive power  in  France 
today."  Gandhi  wore  both  a 
lawyer's  suit  and  loincloth  to 
"transform  India  from  colony  to 
nation."

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tion  and  responded  with  "repeated  restruc- 
turings" aimed  at  keeping  the  original  dream 
of  training  people  to  deal  with  "unan- 
ticipated dilemmas  around  the  world."  But 
these  experiments  were  exhausting  and  the 
Corps  did  not  succeed  in  systematizing  ex- 
perimentation. Instead,  it  merly  systematiz- 
ed. The  dream  faded,  and  the  Corps  today  is 
no  longer  the  exciting  showpiece  of  U.S. 
foreign  policy  that  it  once  was,  says  Torbert. 
The  managerial  challenge  at  this  stage,  he 
says,  is  to  encourage  "calculated  risk 
taking,"  and  not  chaos. 

SYSTEMATIC 

PRODUCTIVITY 

Some  companies  try  to  avoid  entering 
systematic  productivity  to  avoid  losing  their 
liveliness.  This  strategy  does  not  work. 

The  company  is  doing  what  it  intended  to 
do.  Attention  is  focused  on  the  im- 
plementation of  systematic  procedures. 
Quantitative  measurements  of  the  product  or 
service  are  the  overriding  criteria  of  success. 
Standards,  structures  and  roles  are  taken  for 
granted  as  given  and  formalized,  usually  in 
deductive,  pyramidal  terms.  This  is  the  com- 
pany in  systematic  productivity.  So  what's 
wrong  here? 

Nothing  necessarily,  says  Torbert.  But  if 
the  organization  has  sacrificed  innovation 
for  system,  or  if  the  organization  and  its 
leaders  are  not  prepared  to  move  beyond  this 
stage,  maturity  will  soon  lead  to  senility. 

The  critical  fault  Torbert  finds  with  most 
organizations  at  this  stage  is  that  they  rely 
exclusively  upon  deductive  reasoning  to 
determine  direction,  and  deductive  logic  not 
only  usually  emanates  from  the  bottom  line, 
but,  says  Torbert,  "is  fundamentally  in- 
sulated within  itself  and  its  assumptions." 
The  result  is  that  intuitive  vision  dies,  and 
with  it  the  energizing  dream. 

In  the  case  of  IBM  between  1924  and 
1946,  deductive  reasoning  would  have  dic- 
tated adherence  to  management  that  lived  by 
the  quarterly  profit  statement.  Under  CEO 
Thomas  Watson,  Sr.,  IBM  avoided  this 
strategy,  focusing  on  longterm  quality  and 
service,  and  on  funding  research  and 
development  within  the  company  and  at 
universities  from  its  own  earnings,  rather 
than  from  borrowed  money. 


So  in  the  Depression,  when  most  of  Big 
Business  kept  busy  blasting  FDR  and  the 
New  Deal,  IBM's  world  view  was  large 
enough  that  Watson  was  able  to  see  the  New 
Deal  as  "a  research  laboratory,  with  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt  the  greatest  research  engineer 
the  world  has  ever  seen."  IBM  landed  the 
contract  for  the  Social  Security  Administra- 
tion, the  largest  single  contract  of  the  1930s. 


COLLABORATIVE 

INQUIRY 

When  an  organization  reaches  this  stage,  its 
identity  becomes  lodged  less  in  its  current 
structure  than  in  its  capacity  for  restructuring. 

Few  organizations  reach  the  stage  of 
collaborative  inquiry,  says  Torbert. 
"At  this  stage,  the  organization  dar- 
ingly and  deliberately  fosters  inquiry  about 
its  mission  and  about  whether  its  structure, 
operations  and  social  outcomes  are  consistent 
with  its  mission  and  beneficial." 

Everything  should  be  included  in  this  in- 
quiry, the  organizational  environment,  the 
company's  structure — even  ownership.  As 
well,  if  these  inquiries  are  to  be 
entirely  successful,  they  must  extend  to  a 
wide  spectrum  of  the  organization,  right 
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down  to  the  shop  floor,  Torbert  maintains, 
whether  through  Quality  of  Working  Life 
Projects  or  through  systems  of  performance 
review  and  career  development. 

One  of  the  rare  examples  of  an  organiza- 
tion at  this  stage  of  development,  he  says,  is 
the  government  of  the  United  States,  which 
includes  in  its  Constitution  a  "well-defined 
process  for  self-amendment  and  fundamental 
inquiry. 

"Inquiry  about  the  system's  purpose  and 
the  consistency  of  its  actual  operations  is 
fostered  not  only  through  elections,  but  by 
the  freedoms  of  assembly,  speech  and  press 
guaranteed  in  the  Bill  of  Rights,  and  by  the 
independence  of  the  judiciary." 

Over  200  years,  says  Torbert,  the  effect  of 
this  carefully  calibrated,  self-structuring 
system  has  been  to  generate  a  degree  of 
legitimacy  for  the  U.S.  government  among 
its  citizens  that  is  "unparalleled." 


Action  inquiry  ultimately  costs  all  our  illusions. 

The  process  Torbert  terms  "action  in- 
quiry" is  what  encourages  development 
and  transformation  at  each  corporate 
stage.  "Action  inquiry,"  he  says,  "involves 
a  constant  testing  back  and  forth  among 
dream,  strategy,  action  and  outcome  to 


discover  whether  they  are  consistent  with  one 
another  and  where  changes  can  improve 
effectiveness." 

But  he  warns,  "Every  slothful  molecule  in 
us  resists  this  effort  and  makes  us  eager 
targets  for  the  perennial  brisk  trade  in  easy 
answers."  Therefore,  organizations  willing  to 
exercise  action  inquiry  and  to  continually 
restructure  themselves  are  rare. 

In  the  late  1960s,  the  Beades  demonstrated 
such  willingness  when  they  redefined  their 
band  with  each  new  album.  "Sergeant  Pep- 
per" and  "Magical  Mystery  Tour"  in  turn 
created  new  musical  genres  that  affected  the 
culture. 

The  Beades,  of  course,  didn't  last,  says 
Torbert,  but  when  an  organization  does 
survive  the  institutionalization  of  change, 
the  long-term  impact  upon  society  can  be 
significant. 

A  possible  example  is  the  Jesuit  Order, 
which  has  placed  itself  near  centers  of 
authority  in  more  nations  than  any  other 
group  in  modern  history,  says  Torbert.  The 
Society  also  founded  the  Republic  of 
Paraguay  and  28  colleges  and  universities  in 
the  U.S. 

In  the  corporate  arena,  said  Torbert,  IBM 
has  come  closest  to  utilizing  action  inquiry, 
"generating  liberating  disciplines,"  such  as 
plant  morale  studies,  "Speak  Up"  programs 
that  give  employees  more  than  $60  million 
annually  in  bonuses,  and  other  incentives 
which  make  employees  feel  valued  and  their 
operations  effective,  and  also  encourage 
managers  to  break  the  mold. 

In  defining  stages  through  which  organiza- 
tions may  pass,  Torbert  says,  it  was  not  his 
desire  to  set  up  an  achievement  ladder  by 
which  managers  may  measure  themselves, 
their  employees  or  their  organizations. 

Nor,  said  Torbert,  is  it  his  intention  to 
supply  a  standard  of  self-actualization  for 
managers  and  organizations  so  high  as  to 
become  a  source  of  frustration  rather  than  a 
source  of  understanding. 

Use  of  the  stages  to  measure  people  and 
organizations,  Torbert  says,  would  "impede 
restructuring  and  substitute  short-term 
measures  of  success  for  long-term  ones." 
The  goal  of  his  work  is  to  help  managers 
"appreciate  their  own  world  views,"  and 
everyone  else's,  from  superiors  on  down,  so 
that  everybody  has  more  "capacity  for  mak- 
ing dreams  come  true."

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hey've  been  at  it  since  late  1961  or  early  1962,  tending  to  the

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POLAND'S 

Where  an  independent  Church  exists, 
there  tan  he  no  totalitarian  state

The  Roman  Catholic  Church 
in  Poland  is  more  powerful  today 
than  it  has  been  since  medieval 
times,  and  the  reasons  for  its  pro- 
minence— like  the  reasons  behind 
so  much  of  contemporary  Poland's 
situation — lie  with  history. 

Christianity  entered  Poland  from  the  West 
during  the  10th  century,  and  with  it  came 
Western  culture  and  ideas.  In  contrast,  the 
Christianity  and  culture  of  the  countries  to 
Poland's  east  came  from  the  East,  from  the 
Byzantine  tradition.  The  result  is  that  Poles. 
unlike  their  nearest  neighbors  and  present 
political  bedfellows,  have  always  looked  to 
the  West  for  example  and  guidance,  have 
always  counted  themselves  members  of  the 
great  Western  family  of  nations. 

From  very  early  times,  as  well.  Poland  has 
had  a  tradition  of  religious  tolerance.  The 
Reformation  and  Counter  Reformation, 
cataclysms  for  most  of  Western  Europe, 
barely  disturbed  Poland,  brought  no  blood- 
shed or  hatred  or  change.  In  the  16th 
century,  while  Protestants  were  burning 
Catholics  and  Catholics  burning  Protestants 
in  Germany,  France  and  other  countries, 
Poland  remained  free  of  persecution  based 
on  faith.  And  so  the  Church  flowered. 

Our  wars  during  the  17th  and  18th  cen- 
turies— and  there  were  many  of  them — 
also  served  to  strengthen  Catholicism  in 
Poland.  We  fought,  by  coincidence,  people 
of  different  faiths.  Our  religious  songs  were 
our  patriotic  songs;  our  patriotic  songs  were 
our  religious  songs. 

This  unity  of  religion  and  patriotism  was 
again  manifest  during  the  break-up  of 
Poland  known  as  Partition,  which  began  at 
the  end  of  the  18th  century  and  did  not  end 
until  after  World  War  I. 

During  Partition,  Poland  was  divided 
among  Prussia,  Russia  and  Austria.  While 
Austria  was  a  Catholic  country,  Prussia  was 
Protestant  and  Russia  was  Orthodox.  Under 
their  rule,  there  were  times  when  the 
speaking  of  Polish  was  forbidden  in  schools 
and  in  public  places,  a  large  part  of  Polish

literature  was  banned,  Polish  secular  culture 
quashed.  During  this  century-long  period  of 
occupation,  it  was  only  through  the  Church 
that  Polish  language  and  culture  were 
preserved.  Moreover,  the  Church,  and 
priests  particularly,  during  this  era  played  an 
active  role  in  national  uprisings  aimed  at 
regaining  independence. 

And  so  for  many  Poles,  isolated  peasants 
who  saw  themselves  as  citizens  of  a  village, 
not  necessarily  a  nation,  the  awareness  that 
they  were  Polish  came  only  through  aware- 
ness that  they  were  Catholic.  It  was  through 
church,  through  priests,  through  prayer  and 
hymn,  that  their  children  learned  and  spoke 
Polish. 

Poland,  it's  true,  was  never  totally 
Catholic.  We  had  large  minorities:  Orthodox 
Christians  in  the  east,  Protestant  minorities 
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in  the  west,  and  a  large  Jewish  minority. 
Between  the  two  world  wars,  when  Poland 
regained  independence  for  20  years, 
Catholics  made  up  70  percent  of  the  popula- 
tion, other  Christians  20  percent,  and  Jews 
the  remainder. 

After  World  War  II,  however,  these 
demographics  changed.  Hitler  had  exter- 
minated the  Jews.  The  eastern  territories, 
with  their  Orthodox  population,  were  incor- 
porated into  the  Soviet  Union,  and  the 
German  Protestants  in  the  west  were  gone  to 
Germany.  And  so  by  1945,  when  so-called 
liberation  came,  when  Communism  began  to 
rule  Poland,  the  country  was  95  percent 
Roman  Catholic,  and  the  Poles,  as  they  had 
so  many  times  before,  turned  to  the  Church 
as  a  shield  against  foreign  rulers. 


While  there  were  few  genuine  Polish 
Communists  in  1945,  the  people, 
after  five  years  of  Nazi  occupation, 
longed  for  normal  life.  For  many, 
therefore,  it  did  not  matter  who  the  new 
rulers  were,  as  long  as  they  brought  stability 
The  Communists,  for  their  part,  were  careful 
at  first  not  to  antagonize  the  population,  and 
so  were  careful  not  to  hinder  the  Church. 

Churches  were  free  to  offer  services. 
Church  schools  were  opened.  The  Catholic 
University  in  Lublin  was  reconvened. 
Catholic  periodicals  began  to  reappear. 

But  it  was  inevitable  that  Communism, 
and  especially  the  Stalinist  model,  would 
come  into  conflict  with  Christianity. 

By  1948,  the  Stalinists  had  crushed  all 
opposition,  legal  and  illegal,  and  had 
engineered  the  coup  that  ousted  Wladyslaw 
Gomulka,  one  of  the  post-war  Communist 
leaders.  Equally  significant,  in  that  same 
year,  Stefan  Wyszynski,  bishop  of  Lublin 
and  the  youngest  Polish  bishop,  became  car- 
dinal and  primate  of  Poland.  He  would  head 
the  Polish  Church  for  nearly  30  years. 

Gradually  under  the  Stalinists,  the  situa- 
tion became  more  difficult  for  the  Church. 
Catholic  schools  were  closed.  The  Catholic 
press  was  persecuted,  editors  imprisoned. 
Tydognik  Powszechny,  the  Cracow  weekly  for 
which  I  work,  was  closed  in  March  1953,  a 
week  after  the  death  of  Stalin,  when  the 
editors  refused  to  print  a  eulogy. 

Cardinal  Wyszynski  at  first  tried  to  reach 
an  accommodation  with  the  Communists, 
signing  accords  that  would  define  the  rela- 
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tionship  between  the  Church  and  the  state. 
Major  accords  were  signed  in  1950,  but  a 
new  persecution  began  soon  afterward, 
leading  finally  in  1953  to  the  government 
Decree  on  Church  Positions,  which  made 
every  Church  appointment,  from  parish 
priest  to  bishop,  subject  to  government  veto. 

The  bishops  protested  strongly.  They 
authored  a  manifesto  declaring  that  the 
government  had  overstepped  its  bounds.  A 
few  months  later,  Cardinal  Wyszynski  was 
arrested. 

While  a  blow  to  the  Church,  the  arrest 
was  also  a  godsend.  Other  bishops,  in- 
timidated, signed  a  paper  pledging  their 
loyalty  to  the  government,  but  the  fact  that 
Cardinal  Wyszynski  was  in  prison  remained 
an  unmistakable  sign  to  the  people  that  the 
Church  was  still  struggling  to  preserve  its 
autonomy.  In  1956,  when  Gomulka  returned 
to  power,  he  allowed  Cardinal  Wyszynski, 
then  living  in  an  isolated  monastery,  to 
reassume  his  post  as  head  o'f  the  Polish 
Church.  A  new  agreement  was  signed  with 
the  government  abolishing  most  of  the 
anti-Church  laws. 

And  so  a  new  epoch  began.  The  Church 
was  no  longer  persecuted  blatantly,  but  a 
program  of  administrative  harassment  con- 
tinued. This  culminated  in  1966,  during  the 
millennium  celebration  of  Christianity  in 
Poland. 

There  is  a  Polish  proverb — when  the  gods 
want  to  punish  someone,  they  take  away  his 


When  Karol  Wojtyla  was 
elected  pope,  the 
government  had  to 
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wit.  This  seemed  to  happen  to  the  govern- 
ment in  1966,  when  it  tried  to  cast  the 
Church's  celebration  as  an  act  of  rebellion. 
The  millennium  activities  were  organized 
around  the  24  Polish  dioceses.  Over  the 
course  of  the  year,  the  bishops  gathered  in 
each  diocese  and  celebrated  Mass  before 
crowds  that  often  numbered  in  the  hundreds 
of  thousands.  The  Communists  also  organ- 
ized millennium  events,  but  with  pathetic  ef- 
fect, for  in  contrast  to  the  large  numbers 
attending  Church  functions,  few  people  at- 
tended those  sponsored  by  the  government. 
(This  caused  one  Polish  bishop  to  remark, 
"We  have  won  the  millennium  24  to 
nothing.") 


An  integral  part  of  the  millennium 
celebration  centered  upon  the  Black 
Madonna,  an  icon  painting  dating 
from  the  13th  or  14th  century  and 
housed  in  Czestochowa,  in  central  Poland.  In 
the  17th  century,  Czestochowa  was  the  only 
fortress  not  taken  by  the  Swedes  in  their  in- 
vasion, a  miracle  attributed  to  the  power  of 
the  icon.  During  the  18th  century,  when 
Czestochowa  was  besieged  once  more,  this 
time  by  the  Russians,  it  stood  fast  again. 
Later,  during  the  various  Polish  uprisings, 
the  Black  Madonna,  Queen  of  Poland, 
became  a  sacred  symbol  of  both  religion  and 
patriotism.  During  the  revolution  of  1863,  a 
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Russian  general  called  the  Black  Madonna 
Poland's  greatest  revolutionary.  More  than 
100  years  later,  during  the  Gdansk  strike  of 
1980,  pictures  of  the  Black  Madonna  and 
Pope  John  Paul  II  hung  on  the  shipyard 
gate;  and  when  Solidarity  leader  Lech 
Walesa  signed  the  Gdansk  accords,  ending 
the  strike,  a  picture  of  the  Black  Madonna 
was  on  his  lapel. 

In  1966,  as  part  of  the  celebration,  a  copy 
of  the  icon  was  processed  from  parish  to 
parish  across  the  country.  This  was  related  to 
a  tradition,  dating  from  the  14th  century,  of 
pilgrimages  to  Czestochowa.  Today  this 
tradition  continues  to  be  observed,  with  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  marching  to  Czestochowa 
for  the  August  14  celebration  of  the  Day  of 
the  Madonna,  Queen  of  Poland.  This  past 
summer,  over  300,000  marched,  many  of 
them  young  people,  for  whom  the  pilgrimage 
has  become  a  fashion.  These  marches  are, 
inevitably,  political  demonstrations,  marked 
by  the  singing  of  historic  patriotic  songs. 

In  1966  also,  each  day's  procession  of  the 
icon  turned  into  a  public  demonstration.  The 
government  responded  by  trying  to  pressure 
the  Church  to  call  off  the  processions.  When 
the  Church  refused  to  bow,  officials — 
with  monumental  stupidity — seized  the  icon 
copy,  carried  it  back  to  Czestochowa  and 
mounted  a  guard  to  make  sure  it  stayed 
there. 

Who  but  Communists  would  arrest  the 
Virgin  Mary? 

The  processions  and  demonstrations  con- 
tinued with  empty  picture  frames,  and  this 
episode  in  the  millennium  celebration 
marked  the  beginning  of  the  end  for 
Gomulka.  In  1968  there  were  protests  by  in- 
tellectuals and  students.  In  1970  workers  on 
the  Baltic  coast  went  on  strike,  and  Gomulka 
was  replaced  by  Edward  Gierek. 

The  new  regime  was  wiser  than  the  old, 
and  the  situation  for  the  Church  improved 
during  the  1970s.  But  beneath  the  surface,  in 
subtle  ways,  persecution  continued,  par- 
ticularly in  employment. 

In  a  totalitarian  state  such  as  Poland,  the 
government,  in  effect,  employs  everyone  but 
peasants.  Teachers,  workers,  managers  who 
seek  promotion,  who  seek  better  jobs,  under- 
stand they  will  not  be  selected  if  they  are 
church-goers.  Often  the  connection  will  be 
drawn  directly  by  authorities,  but  there  is 
general  understanding  that  people  will  not  be 
promoted  to  visible  positions  of  authority 
unless  they  cut  their  ties  to  the  Church. 


Terrorism  is  unthinkable  in 
Poland.

Under  Gierek,  many  people,  rather  than  lose 
their  positions  or  lose  a  chance  for  advance- 
ment, hid  their  faith,  attending  small 
churches  in  outlying  places. 

This  remained  the  situation  until  Karol 
Wojtyla  was  elected  pope. 


We  say  in  Poland  that  there  were 
three  miracles  in  the  20th  century. 
One  was  the  miracle  of  the 
Vistula,  when  the  Polish  army 
defeated  the  Soviets  at  Warsaw  in  1920, 
enabling  Poland  to  preserve  its  independence 
for  the  next  20  years,  and  perhaps  perserving 
the  independence  of  all  of  Europe.  The  se- 
cond happened  in  1978,  when  Cardinal 
Karol  Wojtyla,  archbishop  of  Cracow,  was 
elected  pope.  And  the  third  happened  in 
1980,  when  Czeslaw  Milosz,  the  expatriate 
Polish  author  now  living  in  America,  re- 
ceived the  Nobel  Prize  in  literature. 

The  miracle  of  Karol  Wojtyla' s  election 
influenced  the  Polish  situation  enormously. 
To  begin  with,  the  Communists  were  as 
shocked  as  we  were.  At  the  time  of  the  elec- 
tion, a  meeting  of  the  Union  of  Writers  was 
taking  place  in  Cracow,  and  the  head  of  a 
branch  of  the  secret  police  was  present  as  a 
guest.  It's  said  that  when  the  news  came  that 
Cardinal  Wojtyla  had  been  elected  pope,  he 
went  to  the  telephone,  called  his  office  and 
shouted,  "Bring  me  the  dossier  of  Karol 
Wojtyla!"  But  at  the  same  time,  the  govern- 
ment had  to  recognize  that  the  relations  of 
Church  and  state  in  Poland  were  forever 
changed . 

The  Solidarity  labor  movement  was  born 
not  in  August  of  1980  at  the  Gdansk 
shipyard,  but  during  the  Pope's  visit  to 
Poland  in  1979.  It  was  the  first  time  when, 
as  we  say  in  Poland,  "we  counted 
ourselves."  And  when  we  did,  we  saw  how 
many  of  us  there  were. 

We  heard  Pope  John  Paul  II  say  to  each 
of  us,  "Don't  be  afraid.  Be  strong.  Say  what 
you  think."  That  was  his  message  to  us,  and 
that  was  the  beginning  of  Solidarity. 

Solidarity  lasted  500  days,  ending  with  the 
declaration  of  martial  law.  But  during  these 
500  days,  the  Church  regained  nearly 
everything  it  had  lost  during  the  previous  30 
years  of  state-sponsored  harassment  and 
reached  its  present  state  of  power.  This  is 
part  of  a  long-standing  pattern  in  Polish 
affairs.  A  popular  uprising  takes  place;  the 
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government  is  besieged;  it  needs  to  keep  the 
Church  at  least  neutral  in  ongoing  political 
battles;  and  so  it  restores  Church  privileges. 
It  was  that  way  in  the  1940s,  and  it  was  that 
way  when  Solidarity  emerged. 

While  practicing  Catholics  were  still 
discriminated  against  in  employment  deci- 
sions, the  rule  was  not  observed  as  string- 
en  dy.  More  than  500  churches  were  con- 
structed, many  with  classroom  facilities  for 
teaching  religion.  The  Catholic  press  was 
reinstated,  an  important  development, 
because  Poland  is  the  only  country  in  the 
Eastern  bloc  that  has  even  a  small  indepen- 
dent press  requiring  government  censorship. 
And  it's  only  in  the  Catholic  press,  therefore, 
that  a  Pole  can  see  the  traces  of  government 
censorship:  four  dashes  in  square  brackets 
that  take  the  place  of  words  and  sometimes 
occupy  entire  pages. 

Once  martial  law  was  introduced,  the 
Church  became  the  only  haven  for  indepen- 
dent thinkers.  Solidarity  activists  became 
Church  organizers.  In  some  churches,  full 
universities  have  been  developed,  offering 
three-year  courses  in  history,  philosophy, 
theology,  economy,  law  and  journalism, 
offering  exams  and  diplomas.  The  churches 
also  became  a  haven  for  art  performances  by 
the  independent  movement. 

The  government  response  has  been  to 
criticize  the  Church  from  a  distance,  for 
"non-religious  activity."  In  response,  one  of 
our  staff  members  wrote  an  article  on  the 
non-religious  activity  of  Jesus  Christ:  healing 
the  sick  was  a  non-religious  activity,  driving 
the  merchants  out  of  the  temple  was  a  non- 
religious  activity.  The  article  was  censored. 

But  on  the  whole,  the  government  is  sty- 
mied by  the  power  of  the  Church.  No 
policeman  dares  violate  Church  property, 
and  actions  like  the  1984  murder  of  Fr.  Jerzy 
Popieluszko,  who  was  active  in  the  indepen- 
dent movement,  are  an  anomaly  and  evi- 
dence only  of  the  growing  frustration  felt  by 
the  secret  police.  From  a  political  point  of 
view,  his  murder  made  no  sense  for  the 
government.  They  took  a  great  priest  from 
us,  but  they  gave  us  a  martyr — the  most 
powerful  of  Christian  symbols.

only  with  the  help  of  the  Church.  While  the 
Church  remains  safe  because  the  government 
is  too  weak  to  persecute  it  at  the  same  time 
as  it  moves  against  the  underground,  the 
clergy,  in  a  delicate  act  of  balance,  must  en- 
sure the  safety  of  the  Church  by  restraining 
those  who  would  politicize  the  institution 
completely. 

As  for  the  future?  I  believe  the  Church  is 
crucial  to  Poland's  eventual  freedom:  but  not 
as  a  framework  for  revolution,  not  as  a 
political  institution.  To  retain  its  value  and 
power,  the  Church  only  has  to  exist.  For  so 
long  as  the  independent  Church  exists  in  any 
country,  that  country  can  never  be  totali- 
tarian. By  its  example,  the  Church  provides 
evidence  that  not  all  values  are  state  values, 
that  values  can  conflict  with  those  professed 
by  the  state. 

One  of  our  jokes  is  this:  A  man  comes  to 
confession  and  tells  the  priest,  "Father,  I've 
killed  some  ZOMO  (secret  police)."  And  the 
priest  replies,  "Oh,  my  son,  don't  boast. 
First  tell  me  about  your  sins.  Boast  after- 
wards." And  the  message  of  the  joke,  of

course,  is  that  for  the  past  40  years,  when 
you  acted  independently  in  Poland,  you  had 
the  backing  of  a  powerful  institution. 

There  is  always  the  danger,  of  course,  that 
the  values  of  Polish  society  will  change,  will 
be  worn  down  as  a  result  of  years  and  years 
of  totalitarian  rule.  But  the  evidence  is  that 
values  have  not  changed  in  Poland  as  they 
have  in  Czechoslovakia  and  in  the  Soviet 
Union.  And  the  reason  is  the  Church. 

This  is  illustrated  graphically  in  the  evolu- 
tion of  Polish  intellectuals  since  the  1960s.  In 
1956,  when  the  first  postwar  upheavals  took 
place,  they  were  staged  by  revisionists,  by 
Communists  trying  to  work  within  the 
system.  When  this  strategy  failed,  its 
architects  were  disillusioned.  They  moved 
from  being  Communists  in  revolt  to  suppor- 
ting Church  goals.  This  progression  of  Polish 
intellectuals  away  from  leftist  ideals  and 
toward  religious  ideals  gained  force  over  the 
ensuing  years,  became  evident  in  the  1968 
protests  and  was  completed  with  the  birth  of 
Solidarity,  most  of  whose  leaders  and  ad- 
visors, including  Walesa,  were  connected 
with  groups  of  Catholic  intellectuals. 

Moreover,  because  no  political  movement 
in  Poland  can  win  popular  support  without 
its  aid,  the  Church's  existence  ensures  that 
dissent  remains  Christian  dissent.  Terrorism 
is  unthinkable  in  Poland.  During  the  500 
days  of  Solidarity,  not  a  single  window  pane 
was  broken.  That  itself  was  a  revolution,  a 
moral  revolution.  During  the  turmoil  of  mar- 
tial law,  with  thousands  imprisoned  and 
oppressed,  there  was  no  terrorism.  Ter- 
rorists, as  everyone  was  aware,  would  be 
condemned  by  the  Church,  and  no  person  or 
ideology  condemned  by  the  Church  could 
continue  to  play  a  political  role  in  Poland. 


I  have  a  theory  that  the  next  revolution  in 
Poland  will  come  in  1999.  Maybe  it  will 
happen  a  year  earlier  or  a  year  later,  but 
my  guess  is  1999. 
I  reason  this  out  as  a  historian,  and  the 
history  of  revolutions  shows  that  they  are  tied 
to  generations.  My  generation,  the  present 
adult  generation,  was  born  after  the  war, 
when  Poland  saw  an  enormous  baby  boom. 
In  1968,  when  we  were  in  our  twenties,  we 
tried  to  force  change  and  failed.  We  tried 
again  in  the  1970s  and  again  in  the  1980s 
when,  then  in  our  thirties,  we  created 
Solidarity.  But  I  don't  think  my  generation

will  try  again.  It's  unusual  for  a  single 
generation  to  make  more  than  one  revolu- 
tion, much  less  four.  The  next  revolution  will 
be  the  work  of  a  new  generation. 

In  the  early  1980s  we  had  another  baby 
boom,  children  of  the  postwar  babies.  Some 
700,000  children  were  born  in  1982  alone- 
some  joke  because  of  the  1981  curfew.  These 
children  will  create  the  next  revolution. 
There  are  no  prospects  for  them  in  Poland. 
The  housing  situation  is  desperate — a 
20-year  wait  for  an  apartment.  And  while  we 
have  no  unemployment  now,  the  economy  is 
in  a  very  precarious  state.  Our  economy 
runs  in  neutral  gear.  Factories  produce 
nothing;  they  employ  people.  If  this  system  is 
tampered  with,  if  attempts  at  reform  are 
made,  as  they  must  be  made,  it  is  very  likely 
that  real  unemployment  will  result. 

Among  the  dissidents,  among  the  mem- 
bers of  my  generation,  there  is  no  longer 
enough  strength  to  force  any  change.  Our 
activities  are  not  aimed  at  taking  power. 
Rather,  our  new  role  is  to  educate  this  new 
generation,  to  prepare  them  in  any  way  we 
can  for  the  challenge  to  come.  We  publish 
and  we  give  lectures.  That's  our  task.  That's 
how  we  may  keep  Polish  society  from 
becoming  Sovietized.  The  limit  of  miracles 
for  Poland  in  the  20th  century  has  been 
reached. 

In  1999,  when  the  children  of  today  are 
counting  themselves,  when  they  are  seeing 
their  numbers  and  their  strength,  we  will  be 
old.  It  is  likely  the  young  will  not  want  to 
listen  to  us,  will  tell  us  that  we  should  have 
done  better  with  Solidarity.  If  we  are  to  in- 
fluence them,  this  is  the  time  to  do  it,  to  en- 
sure that  they  learn  enough  to  avoid  blood- 
shed in  their  revolution.  History  teaches  us 
that  spilled  blood  gives  birth  to  nothing 
good.  Violent  revolutions  tend  to  produce 
systems  worse  than  the  ones  they  replace.  I 
would  not,  for  example,  trade  our  present 
system  for  a  right-wing  or  nationalistic 
system  raised  up  through  blood. 

And  so  we  work  because  of  our  hope  that 
the  system  will  be  changed,  but  with  peace. 
And  in  this  kind  of  change,  I  know,  the 
Church's  role  as  moderator  and  example  will 
be  crucial,  as  it  always  has  been.  B

McMillan  remembers  replying.  And 
so  a  word  was  born. 

The  birth  announcement,  pub- 
lished in  Boston  Business'  second 
number,  was  titled  "The  Rise  of  the 
CWASP,"  and  subtided  "Catholic 
boys  from  Boston  neighborhoods  are 
now  in  the  power  elite  once  reserved 
for  only  their  Yankee  cousins. ' '  With 
affection  and  wit — and  a  bittersweet 
sidebar  on  BC  tided  "At  What  Price 
Rich  And  Famous?" — Dezell  drew  a 
portrait  of  the  Boston  Irish  arrivistes, 
their  mores  and  peculiarities.  Sample: 

"CWASPism  is  a  subset  of  a 
culture  that  believes  pain  befalls  its 
most  successful  (the  Kennedys).  That 
those  who  reject  their  clan  end  up 
alone  (Kevin  White).  And  that 
having  too  much  money,  education 
and  social  polish  can  make  you 
unrecognizable  to  your  own  (William 
Buckley).  All  of  these  are  good 


Boston  Business — "a  reader's 
magazine,"  says  McMillan — had  a 
circulation  of  only  45,000  when  the 
CWASP  story  was  published.  But 
reaction  to  it,  according  to  McMillan 
and  Dezell,  was  extraordinary.  Said 
McMillan,  "We  got  an  enormous 
amount  of  word-of-mouth  reaction 
from  executives  in  the  city.  We  knew 
we  were  going  to  get  some  reaction, 
but  I  was  surprised  at  how  extensive 
it  was."  Said  Dezell,  now  a  Phoenix 
writer,  "I  was  at  City  Hall  doing 
research  on  another  story,  and  every 
office  I  went  into,  someone  would 
say,  'You're  the  one  who  wrote....'" 

At  present,  baptismal  plans  for  the 
infant  word  are  not  final,  but  the 
American  Heritage  Dictionary  has 
reportedly  evinced  some  interest.

Nightly  encounters 
with  the  news 

It's  5:35  p.m.,  EST,  and  air 
time  is  but  55  minutes  away. 
The  date  is  irrelevant,  for  the 
scene  is  the  same  five  weekday  nights 
every  week  of  the  year. 

The  location  is  30  Rockefeller 
Plaza  ("30  Rock,"  in  television 
parlance)  in  New  York  City,  several 
floors  above  the  still  chaotic  rush  hour 
streets. 

The  NBC  News  team  is  readying 
for  this  day's  edition  of  "The  NBC 
Nightly  News  with  Tom  Brokaw."

Bespectacled  anchorman 
Brokaw  works  earnestly  at  his  VDT. 
Story  copy  is  circulated  at  whirlwind 
pace  around  the  room,  and  phones 


are  ringing.  The  San  Francisco 
bureau  has  called  to  inform  that  a 
guilty  verdict  has  been  handed  down 
in  the  espionage  trial  of  retired  Navy 
officer  Jerry  Whitworth,  and  a  deci- 
sion is  made  to  bump  President 
Ronald  Reagan's  tour  of  the  drought- 
torn  Southeast  from  the  lead.  No  less 
than  1 1  television  monitors  are  re- 
porting activities  from  around  the 
world  simultaneously. 

In  the  midst  of  the  apparent 
madness  is  Executive  Producer 
William  O.  Wheadey,  Jr.  '66,  a  calm 
presence  within  the  gathering  storm. 
With  folded  arms  and  only  a  slighdy 
worried  look  on  his  face,  he  chats 
with  Brokaw  intermittendy,  has  a 
brief  word  with  Chancellor,  deter- 
mines that  the  report  from  San  Fran- 
cisco will  lead  the  program;  that 
Reagan  will  have  to  follow.  Asked 
later  if  Reagan  is  generally  considered 
the  lead,  he  said,  "No,  not  always, 
but  it's  nice  to  have  him  available." 

It  is  at  Wheadey 's  direction  that 
the  Wallace  story  is  simplified.  As  air- 
time  approaches,  one  monitor  dis- 
plays Wallace  and  Correspondent 
Marvin  Kalb  readying  for  their 
shared  ABM  report  from

Washington.  Wheadey  asks  that  the 
pictures  of  each  be  more  properly 
aligned. 

At  airtime,  activity  ceases  and  all 
focus  on  three  monitors — one 
showing  Brokaw  in  the  studio  two 
floors  below;  the  others  the  newscasts 
from  ABC  and  CBS.  There  is  an 
uneasy  quiet  in  the  room  as  CBS 
leads  with  Reagan  in  the  South,  but 
ABC  has  also  decided  to  lead  with  the 
Whitworth  verdict.  At  the  first  com- 
mercial break,  Wheadey  is  already 
orchestrating  changes  for  the  7  p.m. 
broadcast.  He  chats  at  length  with 
Wallace  in  Washington — the  piece 
was  still  unsatisfactory.  It  isn't  until  a 
commercial  break  at  6:49  p.m.  that 
Wheadey  sits  down.  An  hour  later, 
the  day's  work  has  been  com- 
pleted— both  broadcasts  have  gone  off 
with  relatively  litde  difficulty; 
Wheadey  has  conferred  with  Brokaw 
and  several  correspondents;  he's 
taken  a  few  phone  calls,  and  con- 
ducted a  conference  call  with  NBC 
bureaus  across  the  country  to  recap 
the  day.  Wheadey  returns  to  his 
modest  office  at  the  edge  of  the 
newsroom  to  reflect. 

"The  mass  media,"  he  says,  still 
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thinking  about  the  Wallace  piece, 
"need  to  be  understood  by  those 
with  a  third  grade  education  as  well 
as  by  PhDs.  Take  arms  control,  for 
instance.  It's  a  tough  concept  to  get 
across,  but  we're  challenging  topics 
that  we  didn't  before.  I  suppose  we 
do  second  guess  the  broadcast,  but  in 
a  positive  way." 

Wheatley,  42,  thinks  often  and  at 
length  about  such  things — about  the 
future  directions  for  network  news, 
about  his  competitors,  about  his  own 
operation.  It  seems  to  have  paid  off. 
Since  Wheatley  took  over  the  duties 
of  executive  producer  in  1985,  NBC 
News,  like  the  rest  of  the  network, 
has  risen  from  a  distant  third  in  the 
ratings  to  a  firm  number  one. 

The  New  York  City  native,  who 
began  his  journalism  career  at 
Boston's  WBZ-TV  and  also  did  stints 
at  the  Hub's  WKBG-TV  and 
WCVB-TV,  attributes  the  news  divi- 
sion's rise  to  "a  new  aggressiveness," 
and  is  convinced  that  it's  not  a  case 
of  the  tail  wagging  the  dog.  Sure, 
"The  Cosby  Show"  has  ignited  the 
upsurge  in  the  NBC  entertainment 
division,  and  "Today"  is  the  leader 
among  early  morning  news  programs, 
but  "Nightly"  has  carved  out  its  own 
niche  as  well. 

"Local  stations  have  expanded 
their  news  coverage,"  he  said,  "so 
we're  no  longer  the  first  to  tell 
audiences  the  news.  We've  had  to 
change,  and  we've  improved.  While 
we've  worked  hard  to  strengthen  our 
credentials  in  terms  of  covering 
breaking  hard  news,  we  also  tend 
more  to  in-depth  reporting,  to  giving 
television  news  a  perspective  it  hasn't 
had." 

Wheatley,  in  charge  of  all  editorial 
aspects  of  news  coverage  for 
"Nightly,"  and  thus  responsible  for 
determining  what  millions  of 
Americans  will  learn  about  a  day's 
events  from  around  the  world,  is  en- 
joying the  ride.  "We're  very  com- 
fortable with  the  journalism  we're 
doing,"  he  said.  "Others  are  re- 
sponding to  our  improvements." 

He  is  pragmatic  about  how  success 
is  achieved,  and  aware  that  any  suc- 


cess story  is  driven  by  some  luck.  But 
he  also  believes  that  even  luck  can  be 
influenced.  He  tells  a  story  of  NBC's 
coverage  of  the  U.S.  surprise  bomb- 
ing of  Libya  a  year  ago  to  illustrate. 

As  speculation  about  a  possible  in- 
vasion increased,  NBC — and  other 
networks,  presumably — made  provi- 
sion for  covering  the  story  when  it 
broke.  At  NBC,  the  plans  worked 
with  nary  a  fault. 

"We'd  opened  a  phone  line  to 
Tripoli  around  one  in  the  afternoon," 
Wheatley  recalled.  Later  in  the  day, 
"we  saw  the  (U.S.)  planes  leave 
England."  he  said,  referring  to  net- 
work sources  in  Great  Britain  who 
were  monitoring  such  activity,  "but 
that  confused  us  because  the  normal 
route  (to  Libya)  should  have  landed 
them  (in  Libya)  at  5  p.m."  The 
planes  did  not  arrive  at  that  time,  of 
course,  because  they  had  taken  a  cir- 
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cuitous  route  around  the  continent 
due  to  France's  denial  of  a  U.S. 
request  to  fly  over  the  country. 

"At  the  same  time,"  Wheadey 
continued,  "we  had  hired  a  plane  to 
take  pictures  of  the  American  fleet  in 
the  Mediterranean,  but  they  weren't 
where  they  were  supposed  to  be. 
When  we  finally  found  them,  they 
were  streaming  south." 

With  the  likelihood  that  a  strike 
was  imminent,  Wheadey  made  the 
decision  to  patch  a  call  through  from 
NBC  correspondent  Steve  Delaney  in 
Tripoli  to  the  control  room  in  New 


York  at  around  5  p.m.  "As  'Nighdy' 
went  on  the  air,"  Wheadey  said, 
"Brokaw  was  doing  a  spot  saying  that 
something  was  up.  We  received 
another  phone  call  saying  Libya  was 
under  attack,  and  at  the  same  time, 
with  the  phone  line  between  Brokaw 
and  Delaney  opened  up,  Delaney  was 
saying,  'Tom,  Tripoli  is  under 
attack.'"  NBC's  audience  learned  of 
the  attack  at  the  precise  moment  that 
it  was  taking  place.  The  network  had 
correspondents  waiting  at  the  White 
House  and  the  Pentagon,  ready  to  go 
with  live  reactions  to  the  attack. 

"We  were  lucky,"  said  Wheadey, 
"that  we'd  opened  the  phone  line, 
that  we'd  made  arrangements  for  the 
aerial  photographs,  that  we  had  peo- 
ple ready  in  Washington.  But  because 
we  had  done  our  homework  and 
made  the  proper  preparations,  we 
made  that  luck  work  for  us." 

Prior  to  assuming  his  current  post, 
Wheadey  was  senior  producer  of 
"Nighdy,"  coordinating  domestic 
and  foreign  coverage.  Before  that  he 
was  producer  of  "Segment  3."  the 
forerunner  of  the  "Special  Segment" 
portion  of  "Nighdy"  that  takes  a 
comprehensive  and  investigative  look 
at  an  issue,  news  item  or  trend. 
During  the  1984  political  year, 
Wheadey,  who  lives  in  New  York 
City  with  his  wife  Carolyn  and  son 
John,  was  executive  producer  of 
NBC's  election-night  coverage, 
"Decision  '84." 

He  joined  NBC  News  in  January 
1975  as  an  assignment  editor  and  was 
appointed  national  assignment  editor 
in  October  1975.  He  received  his  MS 
degree  in  1970  from  Boston  Univer- 
sity, and  spent  10  months  as  a 
Nieman  Fellow  at  Harvard  Univer- 
sity in  the  mid-' 70s. 

Wheadey  is  still  looking  for  ways  to 
improve  "The  NBC  Nighdy  News 
with  Tom  Brokaw."  "The  network 
evening  news  programs  are  too 
similar,"  he  maintained.  "We're 
looking  at  ways  to  distinguish 
ourselves  from  the  others.  It  never 
ends."

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Victory  at  sea 

The  Sailing  Club  sets  a  course 

Like  running  a  marathon 
and  playing  chess  at  the  same 
time. 

That's  how  Stephen  Ulian  '86, 
describes  racing  in  a  college  regatta. 
"Intercollegiate  sailing  requires 
physical  exertion,  but  it's  also  a 
thinking  sport,"  said  co-captain  Keith 
Longson  '88. 

It  may  not  place  them  among  BC's 
more  renowned  athletes,  but  the  34 
members  of  the  coed  Sailing  Team 
have  in  recent  months  proven  their 
ability  to  think  and  tack  at  the  same 
time.  Last  June,  they  were  ranked 
15th  among  the  top  20  US  varsity 
teams  according  to  a  Sailing  World  poll 
of  collegiate  coaches.  In  1986,  they 
placed  eighth  out  of  1 7  teams  in 
overall  performance  in  five  New 
England  championship  regattas.  In 
the  New  England  Dinghy  Champion- 
ships last  May,  they  finished  fifth  out 
of  14  teams,  missing  national  com- 
petition qualification  by  one  place.  All 
this  they  have  done  without  benefit  of 
their  own  facility,  their  own  boats  or 
their  own  coach. 

"A  few  years  ago  we  were  re- 
garded as  a  joke,"  Longson  said. 
"Now  other  teams  respect  us  on  the 
race  course." 

"We're  on  a  much  better  footing

than  ever  before,"  said  Associate 
English  Professor  Christopher  Wilson, 
faculty  advisor  since  1979.  Wilson 
believes  the  absence  of  a  coach  is  the 
team's  greatest  handicap.  "The  whole 
context  of  collegiate  sailing  has 
changed  in  the  last  10  years.  As  the 
sport  becomes  more  competitive  and 
professional,  the  need  for  coaching 
increases." 

Since  its  beginnings  in  the  1940s, 
the  team's  success  has  depended  on 
student  initiative.  "We've  been  lucky 
to  have  an  influx  of  good  sailors  in 
recent  years,"  Longson  said. 

Said  Ulian,  a  former  team  captain 
who  now  works  for  a  sailmaker  in 
Marblehead,  "We  used  to  literally 
drag  people  off  the  Dustbowl  to  get 
them  to  participate."

A  non -revenue  producing  team 
with  an  annual  University  budget  of 
approximately  $800,  the  group  has 
learned  to  raise  money  as  well  as 
sail — over  $14,000  in  the  past  few 
years — by  participating  in  Blue  Chips 
telethons. 

During  the  fall  and  spring  seasons, 
running  from  September  through 
mid-November  and  March  through 
mid-May,  the  team  may  participate 
in  over  50  weekend  regattas. 

Practices  are  held  at  MIT's  sailing 
facilities  on  the  Charles.  "We've  used 
their  equipment  and  facilities  free  of 
charge  for  years,"  Longson  said.  In 
appreciation,  the  team  spent  $1,200 
on  15  new  sails  for  MIT's  boats  last 
fall.  "It  was  a  nice  plus  and  a  big 
surprise,"  said  MIT  coach  Hatch 
Brown,  adding,  "BC's  enthusiasm 
has  never  been  higher." 

Ulian,  who  credits  the  BC  team 
with  the  experience  that  allowed  him 
(and  Brian  Murphy  '86)  to  qualify 
for  the  Olympic  sailing  trials  in  June 
1988,  maintains  that  "the  program  is 
at  a  critical  point.  It  can  either  con- 
tinue to  go  forward  and  improve  or  it 
can  lose  its  momentum.  I'd  like  to 
see  more  institutional  support  of  the 
program,  starting  with  the  approval 
of  a  coach." 

"Last  year  was  a  turning  point," 
said  co-captain  Stephen  Regine  '88. 
"We're  in  striking  distance  of  the  top 
guns."

Church  must  lead  in  technology  issues,  says  Laetare  Sunday  speaker 


A  leading  figure  in  the 
Catholic  Church  told  the 
annual  Laetare  Sunday 
gathering  March  29  that  the  Church 
cannot  afford  to  be  silent  in  the  face 
of  increasing  moral  dilemmas  in 
society  caused  by  advances  in  modern 
technology. 

Fr.  J.  Bryan  Hehir,  secretary  of 
the  U.S.  Catholic  Conference,  refer- 
red to  technology  from  embryo 
transfers  to  MX  missiles,  and  said 
that  since  the  Catholic  Church  is  "at 
the  center  of  American  life,"  it  must 
speak  out. 

As  the  largest  single  religious  group 
in  the  U.S.,  with  the  second  largest 
health  care  and  school  systems  and 
the  largest  private  university  system, 
the  Church  is  no  longer  a  "spec- 
tator" to  decisions  others  make,  he 
said. 

Fr.  Hehir  addressed  an  audience  of 
more  than  1 ,000  at  the  Alumni 
Association's  36th  annual  Laetare 
Sunday  Observance  in  McElroy 
Commons'  Carney  Dining  Room. 
Alumni  President  Richard  T.  Horan 
'53,  welcomed  the  group  to  the 
breakfast  arranged  by  the  silver  an- 
niversary Class  of  1962,  following  a 
Mass  at  St.  Ignatius  Church. 

He  also  announced  that  University 
Historian  Charles  F.  Donovan,  SJ, 
'33,  on  May  1  would  become  the  first 
Jesuit  to  receive  the  William  V. 
McKenney  Award. 

After  an  introduction  by  toast- 
master  Paul  T.  Norton  '62,  Fr. 
Hehir  noted  that  it  was  "instructive" 
that  the  Laetare  event — a  religious 
observance — happened  to  precede  the 
week  a  court  decision  would  be 
delivered  in  the  Baby  M  surrogate 
parenting  case,  a  case  which 
"highlights  the  way  the  moral  factor 
now  cuts  through"  both  personal  and 
public  choices  because  of  new 
developments  in  medical  technology. 

In  the  last  45  years,  he  said,  society 
has  "cracked  the  genetic  code,  split 
the  atom  and  pierced  the  veil  of 
space."  For  millennia,  people  believ- 
ed that  the  beginning  and  end  of  life 


"belonged  exclusively  to  God,"  he 
said.  But  now,  when  there  are  so  few 
historical  precedents  for  guidance, 
universities,  businesses  and  govern- 
ment daily  make  choices  affecting 
both  the  beginning  and  end  of  life. 

Decisions  about  in  vitro  fertilization 
or  amniocentesis  don't  just  concern 
scientists  or  congressmen,  however, 
said  Fr.  Hehir.  They  "invade  the  of- 
fice of  the  obstetrician"  and  the 
"missile  silos  or  submarines." 

It's  increasingly  evident,  he  con- 
tinued, that  in  an  "age  when  you  can 
do  almost  anything  technologically, 
the  key  question  is:  How  do  you 
decide  what  you  ought  to  do?"  It's 
harder  and  harder  to  make  good 
technical,  pragmatic  policy  without 
ethical  agreement,  he  said. 

"We're  pressed  daily  for  a  public 
conception  of  what  to  do,"  said  Fr. 
Hehir,  citing  the  "astounding"  atten- 
tion the  New  York  Times  gave  the  re- 
cent Vatican  document  on  medical 
technology — four  front-page  stories  in 
eight  days.  The  Times  didn't  say  it 
was  the  "final  answer,"  but  at  least 
the  document  "defined  the  nature  of 
the  question,"  he  said. 


Because  of  this  struggle  to  find  a 
moral  consensus,  said  Fr.  Hehir,  the 
American  Catholic  bishops  have 
issued  letters  and  testimony  in  such 
areas  as  abortion,  U.S.  policy  in 
Central  America,  nuclear  arms  and 
economic  equity. 

In  Central  America,  for  example, 
it's  not  a  question  of  having  the 
money  to  spend  on  the  Contras,  but 
if  it  should  be  spent.  That's  "where 
the  lines  divide,"  said  Fr.  Hehir.  So, 
too,  with  the  abortion  debate,  which 
involves  much  more  than  medicine, 
and  the  nuclear  debate,  which  now  is 
also  "defined  in  moral  terms." 

According  to  Fr.  Hehir,  the  federal 
budget  is  also  a  "moral  document,  a 
secular  encyclical,  where  we  put  line 
item  numbers  on  what  we  value"  and 
a  "moral  straitjacket"  on  debates 
over  Trident  submarines  and  health 
care. 

It  is  from  personal  conscience  and 
for  public  policy  impact  that  the 
bishops  wrote  their  nuclear  letter  of 
1983  and  their  economics  letter  of 
1986,  and  criticized  U.S.  policy  in 
Central  America,  said  Fr.  Hehir. 
They've  been  more  outspoken  than

Monan  (left)  and 
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ever  since  the  "Vatican  Council 
drove  the  Church  into  the  world," 
urging  it  to  identify  with  the  poor  and 
with  the  ideals  of  justice  and  peace, 
he  said. 

In  part,  the  "old  topic"  of  religion 
and  politics  has  taken  on  a  "new 
edge"  today  because  of  new  groups 
such  as  the  religious  right,  and  its 
telecommunications  network,  and 
such  new  "personalities"  as  Rev. 
Jerry  Falwell,  Rev.  Jesse  Jackson  and 
John  Cardinal  O'Connor,  Archbishop 
of  New  York,  said  Fr.  Hehir. 

But,  he  said,  it's  the  new  issues 
raised  by  technology  that  account  for 
what  he  called  the  recent  "explosion 
of  the  moral  factor' '  connecting 
religion  and  politics.

Ultimately,  said  Fr.  Hehir,  the 
Church's  ability  to  deal  with  these 
issues  will  depend  on  whether  it  can 
create  a  "community  of  conscience." 
When  the  links  among  religion, 
politics  and  morality,  between  per- 
sonal and  public  choices,  are  this 
tight,  he  concluded,  a  "Church  that 
says  it  is  both  light  and  truth  cannot 
afford  to  be  silent." 

After  the  address,  President  J. 
Donald  Monan,  SJ,  noted  that  Fr. 
Hehir  "in  a  personal  way"  expressed 
"what  a  Catholic  university  attempts 
to  do — fuse  the  enormous  resources  of 
faith  and  life  in  the  community  that  is 
the  Church  with  the  tremendous 
power  of  the  intellectual  disciplines."

To  remember 
George  Donaldson

When  George  P.  Donaldson  retired 
as  director  of  placement  in  1974,  no 
one  really  believed  it.  He  was  still 
working  for  Boston  College,  a 
volunteer  in  numerous  alumni  and 
development  activities,  when  he  died 
on  Jan.  20  at  the  age  of  78. 

At  the  funeral  at  St.  Gerard 
Majella  Church  in  Canton,  on  Jan. 
23,  10  priests  joined  with  the  pastor, 
Rev.  William  Coen,  in  the  Mass  of 
Christian  Burial.  President  J.  Donald 
Monan,  SJ,  read  the  lovely  words 
from  Paul's  Letter  to  the  Philippians: 
"I  thank  my  God  in  all  my  remem- 
brance of  you,  always  in  every  prayer 
of  mine  for  you  all,  making  my 
prayer  with  joy,  thankful  for  your 
partnership  in  the  gospel  from  the 
first  day  until  now." 

Boston  College  had  given  Mr. 
Donaldson  the  McKenney  Award, 
the  highest  alumni  honor,  in  1974. 
Donaldson  House,  the  Student  Affairs 
Office,  was  named  for  him  that  year. 
At  the  1979  commencement  he 
received  the  honorary  degree  Doctor 
of  Business  Administration. 

George  Donaldson  was  born  in 
Stockbridge,  Mass.,  and  grew  up  in 
Readville.  His  father  died  when 
George  was  10,  leaving  four  boys  for 
Mrs.  Donaldson  to  bring  up. 

George  attended  Boston  College 
High  and  came  on  to  Boston 
College.  There  were  1,066  students 
then,  all  commuters,  and  save  for  the 
Graduate  School,  all  male.  Bapst 
Library  was  unfinished,  with  the 
books  stored  in  the  basement,  in 
Gasson  and  in  St  Mary's.  George 
worked  part-time  in  the  library. 
When  he  graduated  in  1929, 
George  was  hired  by  an  investment 
firm  with  a  resounding  Bostonian 
name — Hornblower  and  Weeks.  His 
job  was  to  deliver  stocks  at  other 
brokers'  offices  or  at  the  busy  Stock 
Exchange  on  State  Street.  With  all 
the  Latin,  Greek  and  scholastic 
philosophy  in  his  head,  he  was  paid 


$15  a  week.  George  liked  to  point  out 
the  advantage  of  a  college  degree  in 
the  matter  of  wages.  Another  clerk  in 
the  office,  a  graduate  of  English 
High,  earned  $14. 

When  the  Great  Depression  ended 
his  job  at  Hornblower's,  George 
returned  to  the  campus  to  be  a 
reference  librarian  in  Bapst  Library. 
Since  the  pay  was  low,  he  worked 
nights  at  the  South  Postal  Annex  in 
Boston.  Later  he  enrolled  in  an  MBA 
program  at  Boston  University  and 
received  the  degree  in  1941. 

That  year  President  William  J. 
Murphy,  SJ,  decided  that  the  College 
needed  a  placement  bureau,  and 
asked  George  to  start  one.  He  began 
at  a  desk  in  Gasson  Hall,  in  an  office 
shared  with  James  F.  Moynihan,  SJ, 
a  professor  of  psychology. 

In  1 943  he  married  Genevieve 
Steffy,  a  graduate  of  Emmanuel 
College,  a  high  school  teacher  of 
French  and  Latin,  who  had  received 
an  MA  at  Boston  College  in  1930. 

Later  in  1943,  World  War  II 
brought  him  into  the  Army  Air 
Force,  where  he  was  assigned  to  a 
manpower  classification  team.  On  his 
discharge  in  1946,  he  returned  to  the 
campus  after  having  served  in  Walla 
Walla,  San  Francisco,  Okinawa  and 
Japan.  In  an  office  in  Alumni  Hall  he 
worked  to  build  a  placement  team  to 
serve  the  skills  and  ambitions  of  a 
growing  student  body.  To  supplement 
the  traditional  procedures  of  applica- 
tion and  references,  Mr.  Donaldson 
invited  numerous  business  firms  to 
send  recruiters  to  the  campus.  (The 
number  of  retail  stores,  banks,  in- 
surance companies  and  school  systems 
which  recruit  on  campus  each  year 
now  averages  250.) 

Alumni  Executive  Director  John 
Wissler  observes:  "George  Donaldson 


would  spend  an  extraordinary 
amount  of  time  with  each  student  or 
alumnus  applicant.  He  organized  the 
whole  corporate  interview  program. 
Thousands  of  alumni  owe  their  first 
jobs  to  his  work.  And  he  was  also  a 
volunteer  among  volunteers,  involved 
in  almost  all  aspects  of  alumni 
activities... It  would  be  impossible  to 
exaggerate  his  love  for  Boston 
College." 

Among  many  other  activities,  Mr. 
Donaldson  was  chairman  of  BC's 
telethon  campaign  from  1977  to  1982. 
In  the  past  year,  he  was  class  agent 
for  the  Laetare  Sunday  Communion 
Breakfast;  he  attended  an  Advent  day 
of  recollection  for  alumni;  he  was  a 
loyal  friend  of  the  Humanities  Series 
and  of  the  Dramatics  Society,  at- 
tending all  the  events  with  his  wife 
Genevieve.  They  heard  the  Advent 
Concert  of  the  University  Chorale  at 
Trinity  Chapel — then  returned  for  a 
second  performance  because  they  en- 
joyed the  Chorale  so  much.  He  was 
77  years  old. 

On  Jan.  8,  9,  and  10  he  was  on 
campus  to  attend  an  alumni  leader- 
ship conference.  Old  friends  noted 
that,  although  his  step  was  slow  and 
his  hair  gray,  there  was  still  the  ready 
smile  and  warm  friendship  in  his 
greeting,  and  the  radiant  enthusiasm 
that  was  part  of  his  "leadership  by 
example." 

It  was  his  last  visit  to  Boston 
College.  On  a  snowy  day,  he  and 
Genevieve  walked  slowly  up  from 
O'Neill  Library,  across  the  library 
plaza,  and  past  Gasson  Hall.  As  they 
passed  the  red  granite  column  and 
the  great  eagle  with  snow  on  its 
golden  wings,  it  was  just  five  o'clock. 
The  Tower  bells  gathered  their  music 
and  rang  out  the  long  chime.  Rang 
out  for  George  Donaldson,  this  good, 
generous  man  whose  day-to-day 
holiness  enriched  the  character  of  this 
University. 

We  shall  not  see  his  like  again.
